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Partly sunny 
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Village, parks 
may build garage 
in 'share' plan

The Village of Wheeling and the Wheel- 


ing Pork District arc Investigating the 
possibility of building a joint garage be- 
hind Iho village hall. 


Originally, both planned to build sepa- 


rate garage facilities. The village pro- 
posed a storage garage at the defunct 
sewage treatment plant site on Nancy 
Lane, and is In the process of purchasing 
Iho 2.3-acro lot from the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District (MSD) for $7,500. 


Likewise, the park district planned to 


build a maintenance garage In the north- 
west corner of Heritage Park. Plans for 
this facility, however, hit snags when the 
cost of Installing sewer lines raised the 
price of the garage $10,000. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said the 


park district first asked if It could build 
garage space onto the village facility 
planned for the sewage treatment plant 
.site. He said, however, the Nancy Lane 
property Is not suitable for a large build- 
ing because the site often floods. 


PASSOI.T SUGGESTED that the Joint- 


garage be built where village property 
behind the village hall meets the edge of 
Heritage Park. Both boards apparently 
Ilka tho Idea, but disagree as to whose 
land tho building should be on. 


Schnaitmann 
on park board 


The Wheeling Pork Board chose Frank 


Schnaitmann, 51 George Rd., to fill the 
board seat vacated by former Park 
Board Prei. Gus Nlzzl this summer. 


Park board members selected Schnalt- 


mnnn from a list of five applicants for 
the post. Applicants were Interviewed by 
the board members, and voting was by 
secret ballot. 


A f t e r balloting Thursday night, 


Schnaitmann was notified of his election 
and sworn Into office. Tho new commis- 
sioner'tins been active with tho Wheeling 
Jnycec.i. 


During his Interview with the park 


board, Schnaitmann said he has seen on 
Improvement In the park district in the 
past year. He said he would like to work 
towards developing more recreational 
programs In tho park district, with a spe- 
cial emphasis on programs for young- 
sters. 


"I believe I lean more towards tho 


child because, If they have a good recre- 
ational program, (here is less time for 
them to get In trouble," ho said. 


Schnaitmann will serve on the park 


board until (ho next park election In 1973. 


The park district board said last 


Thursday they favor building a Joint fa- 
cility that would straddle the property 
line. Thus the village portion of the ga- 
rage would be on village property, and 
the park portion of the garage would be 
on park property. 


Passolt, however, would like to sec the 


garage built entirely on park property In 
exchange for giving the park district the 
Nancy Lane site. He said otherwise, the' 
village might have difficulty Justifying 
the purchase of the old sewage treatment 
plant. 


SINCE THE VILLAGE originally pur- 


chased the site for a storage garage, 
Passolt said many people might question 
the purchase if the garage is built else- 
where. "Because of that type of question, 
my feeling is it should be built on park 
district land," he said. 


The manager however, the purchase 


also was designed to keep the land from 
being developed. "We did not feel that 
would be a very good parcel to let the 
public get a hold of,'because all we'd get 
is flood problems," he said. 


If a Joint garage Is built, however, both 


the village and the park will reduce their 
expenses. The two would share tho cost 
of sewer and water lines, as well as the 
cost of electricity and construction work. 
"All In all It should be more economic- 
al," Passolt said. 


HE ADDED THAT the exchange of 


land might also solve some problems as- 
sociated with the original plans. If the 
park district used the Nancy Lane site 
for recreation, they might be able to use 
some of the cement tanks in their plan- 
ning, which would eliminate the cost of 
removing the sludge tanks, he said. 


Pork Supt. Dove Phillips said the pro- 


posed Joint garage would be divided into 
two 40 by 100-foot areas separated by a 
permanent wall. 


Passolt said he will talk with the vil- 


lage board to sec If they arc agreeable to 
having the garage built across the prop- 
erty lino.

Spend five minutes in a Spanish bilin- 


gual class in School Dist. 21. It will give 
you an idea of how a Mexican-American 
child feels In a regular classroom where 
everyone speaks a language he doesn't 
understand. 


A growing dropout rate of 85 per cent 


of bilingual students plus several related 
problems prompted Dlst. 21 this year to 
adopt a district wide bilingual program. 


The district serves Wheeling, Buffalo 


Grove and portions of Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect. 


The 217 Spanish-speaking students in 


the program learn to speak, read and 
write both their own language and Eng- 
lish. The first through eighth grade stu- 
dents also receive Instruction designed to 
help them learn to appreciate both cul- 
tures. 


IN ADDITION to the classes at seven 


elementary schools and one junior high 
school, an itinerant teacher visits several 
other schools in the district with smaller 
Spanish-speaking enrollments. 


Irene Hokanson's class at Field School 


is typical of bilingual classes throughout 
the district. Groups of about six children 
in the first through sixth grades meet 


It's a day for Italians—or is it?

Today, contrary to what the calen- 


dar says, Is not Columbus Day. 


As wo all learned In school, Christ- 


opher Columbus had set sail for the 
East Indies in 1402 to prove the 
world was round when he discovered 
tho New World. History has placed 
Ills doto of arrival In San Salvador as 
Oct. 12. 


History In recent years, however, 


has had to take a back scat to tho 
needs of the modern era, and Con- 
gress has scon fit to Include Colum- 
bus Day among those holidays held 
on Mondays for the sake of the three- 
day weekend. 


NOT THAT IT raally matters 


much, you understand. Most Italian- 
Americans arc probably satisfied 
just to have any special day to be In 
the limelight — State Street paratlo, 
"Kiss me, I'm Italian" buttons and 
all. 


But setting tho record straight on 


tho true date of Chrlstofor Co- 
lombo's arrival in tho New World Is 
only one of several misconceptions 
about the spaghcttl-and-mcatballs 
people Uiat deserve clarification. 
Hero ore a few of tho others: 


• "You can always tpll an Italian 


by the purple tinge of his hands and 
feet, which comes from crushing 
wine grapes." This is false. Modern 
Italians have wine presses to crush 
grapes, which means only the hands 
— not the feet — become purple. 


• "Italians use gestures of the 


hands to a great extent when con- 
versing." This is true and is actually 
responsible for tho origin of the 
phrase "colorful conversation," since 
purple hands add color to any dialog. 


• "Italians distort the English lan- 


guage by dropping first letters of 
many words and adding vowel end- 
Ings to them when speaking." 'At'sa 
falsa, too. 


• " A l l Italian-Americans arc 


members of what has been called at 
varying times a 'crime syndicate,1 
'Cosa Nostra,' or 'Mafia.'" This Is 
perhaps the greatest of all fallacies 
about these transplanted Mediterra- 
nean inhabitants. I, for example, do 
not even have a Godfather. 


• "Italians make good 'hit men.' " 


This Is true and in no way con- 
tradicts the preceding statement. 
Some examples arc Joe DiMagglo, 
Ron Santo, Tony Conigllaro and the 
"Bambino" Ruth. 


• "The reason Italian food is so 


good is due to the fact that it is often 
prepared with liberal amounts of 
garlic, oregano and other season- 
ings." This is only partially 
true, since the secret of Italian cook- 
ing is really in the olive oil. 


• "Pizza is brain food." This, ot 


course, is true as evidenced by the 
accomplishments of Galileo Galilei, 
Gugliclmo Marconi and Enrico Fer- 
mi, to name a few. 


• "There are only two kinds of 


people In the world; Italians, and 
those who wish they were." Absolute- 
ly true.

with her one-half hour out of each day. 
The rest of the time they attend regular 
classes. 


Instruction in Mrs. Hokanson's class is 


planned to parallel what the children arc 
learning in their English classes. For ex- 
ample, first graders are currently learn- 
ing numbers, colors, the alphabet and 
days of the week In English in their regu- 
lar classes and in Spanish in the bilin- 
gual class. 


Students who need special help also 


meet with Mrs. Hokanson for remedial 
work. Many times, she said, the lan- 
guage barrier Is just too great for a stu- 
dent to overcome without extra aid. 


Part of the purpose of the bilingual 


program is to increase communication 
with Spanish-speaking parents. A Span- 
ish Advisory Council, made up of par- 
ents, teachers and other members of the 
community has been set up. 


MRS. HOKANSON said she finds par- 


ents interested in the program and eager 
to volunteer. Some parents of non-Span- 
ish students, she said, have asked for 
their children to be included. 


Other bilingual teachers in the district 


are also taking on English-speaking stu- 
dents interested in learning Spanish. 


One little girl in Mrs. Hokanson's first 


grade class is the daughter of a South 
American father and English mother, 
and has grown up in this country. She Is 
participating in the bilingual class be- 
cause her parents want her to under- 


stand her Spanish heritage. 


"It's good to have non-Spanish students 


In the class," Mrs. Hokanson said. 
"Some of the children already feel differ- 
ent and it helps them to know that others 
are interested in learning their language 
and culture." 


Improving the self-concept of Spanish 


children is one of the major goals of the 
program, according to Minerva Coyne, 
Dist. 21 bilingual coordinator. She thinks 
raising the self-esteem of Spanish stu- 
dents will raise their rate of attendance 
and, consequently, their achievement in 
school. 


SOAIE OF THE activities children par- 


ticipate in during Mrs. Hokanson's class 
are aimed at increasing their self-con- 
cept. They Include making collages of 
things they like and learning their birth- 
days. 


Last week, the children began studying 


Columbus and his discovery of America. 
A variety of social studies activities are 
planned, Mrs. Hokanson said, to study 
the famous voyager's background and 
his contribution to the development of 
this country. 


At the same time, children in regular 


classes will also study Columbus. Anoth- 
er of the major intentions of the bilingual 
program is to increase English students' 
appreciation of the Spanish culture.

3 village 
commissions 
may unite 


Wheeling officials are revising their or- 


dinances to disband three village com- 
missions and combine their functions un- 
der one Wheeling Relations Commission. 


Trustee Al Lang has proposed an ordi- 


nance that would create' the five-man 
commission responsible for functions of 
the Human Relations, Public Relations 
and Industrial commissions. 


Originally, Lang suggested that these 


three commissions be disbanded because 
of poor attendance and lack of activity. 
He said the village should wait until resi- 
dents showed interest in these commis- 
sions before reinstituting them. 


When members of the commissions ob- 


jected that their boards 'were function- 
ing, the village board tabled Lang's pro- 
posal. As an alternative to disbanding 
these boards, Trustee Ron Bruhn later 
proposed that their functions be com- 
bined into a single commission. 


In reviewing the proposed ordinance, 


Lang suggested that the commission be 
composed of five members because the 
village has received very few appli- 
cations for vacancies on the three cur- 
rent commissions. He said with five 
members, the commission would have a 
chance to get organized before it was ex- 
panded. 


The village attorney is preparing the 


ordinance that would create the new re- 
lations commission. It is scheduled to be 
presented to the village board for ap- 
proval Oct. 15.

Identity murdered man as Missouri resident

A man found murdered In the Ned 


Brown Forest Preserve in Elk Groye 
Township last week has been tentatively 
identified as a Kennett, Mo., resident. 


Kennett Police Chief Edgar Fuller said 


the description of the dead man matches 
that of Larry Jarrett, 27. According to 
Fuller, Jarrett left Kennett for Chicago 
by bus on Sept. 17. A bus ticket from 
Kennett to Chicago found on the body, 
according to Cook County Sheriff's Po- 
lice investigators. 


Lt. Howard Vanick of the Sheriff's Po- 


lice refused to confirm the identity of the 
man until fingerprints taken from the 
body confirm the man's identity. Vanick 
said the results should be made known 
early this week. 


SHERIFF'S POLICE termed the death 


a homicide after receiving results of an 
autopsy, but would not reveal the cause 
of death. Two spent shotgun shells were 
found near the body, according,to Elk 
Grove police, who were called first to the 
scene. 


The shotgun shells may not be con- 


nected with the case, according to Earl 


Lundquist, investigator assigned to the 
case. Lundquist said a lot of Illegal hunt- 
Ing went on In tjie forest preserves and 
the shells might be from a hunter. 


The description of Jarrett was pro- 


vided by his mother, according to Fuller. 
Jarrett's mother saw her son off at the 
Kennett bus station on Sept. 17. Fuller 
said the description of the body found in 
the forest preserve matches the one giv- 
en by Mrs. Jarrett down to the tatoo of a

Levee to keep water 
plant safe from flooding 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District will 


build a higher levee along one bank of 
Salt Creek in Schaumburg Township to 
keep the Salt Creek Water Reclamation 
Plant from flooding. 


MSD trustees Thursday voted to spend 


$75,956 to build the Icveo along the west 
bank of the creek. 


MSD engineers said a review of plans 


and specifications for the plant revealed 
a possibility of flooding In the surround- 
ing area when water levels arc high In 
the creek. 
/ 


MSD engineers said a backwater study 


initiated after the Aug. 25, 1072 flood 
showed the need for the higher levee and 
said the work is also needed for the relo- 
cated creek to be consistent with the Up- 
per Salt Creek Watershed work plan. 


The levee will be built by the W. E. 


O'Ncil and S. J. Groves construction 
companies which are building the Salt 
Creek plant. 


IN THE OTHER action Thursday 


MSD trustees approved adding to the 
engineering program and the construc- 
tion bond fund list a $123,000 project to 
purchase substances to be used in filter- 
Ing effluent at the Salt creek plant before 
It Is released Into the creek. 


The board also voted to accept a bid of 


$1,0-18,210 from Joy Dee Construction Inc. 
to build an Interceptor sewer 1.31 miles 
long from the Intersection of 111. Rte. 53 
and Algonquin Ftoud northwest along Al- 
gonquin to Old Plum Grove Road. 


A payment of tin additional $4,875 to 


the Cook County treasurer in a con- 
demnation suit for another sewer leading 
to the Salt Creek plan also received 
board approval. 


Two construction casements needed to 


build an interceptor sewer along Rohl- 
wlng Road from Kirchoff Road to the 
Northwest Hwy. will be purchased by the 
MSD at a total cost of $500, board mem- 
bers voted.

Nixon, U.N. renew search for peace

President Richard Nixon yesterday 


evening directed his new Secretary of 
State, Henry Kissinger, to request an im- 
mediate meeting of the United Nations 
Security Council to discuss the outbreak 
of war In the Mideast. 


Nixon directed Kissinger to request the 


meeting following discussions with high 
ranking members of this country's dlplo- 
m a 11 c, m i l i t a r y and intelligence 
agencies. Nixon cut short his vacation at 
Key Blscayne, Fla., to personally direct 
the attempts to achieve a cease-fire be- 
tween Israeli and Arab forces. 


But prospects for an early end to the 


fighting appeared dim. Both Israel and 
Egypt said they would not request a 
meeting of the Security Council, an in- 
dication from both sides that the intense 
fighting between them had not yet deter- 
mined, which side would suffer the most 
losses. 


President Nixon also told Kissinger to 


contact Soviet Ambassador Anatoty F. 


Dobrynln In an effort to contain unfold- 
ing events in the Middle East so as to 


j avoid any kind of confrontation between 


• the United States and Soviet Union. 


The White House also revealed that 


' U.S. Ambassador to the United Nations, 
•John Scali, was consulting with other 
members about an emergency Security 
Council session. 


One of the President's concerns, ac- 


cording to officials, is what action the 
Soviet Union might take in the crisis, 
particularly in light of a pact signed be- 
tween the two super powers last spring. 


In an agreement signed last May dur- 


ing Soviet Chairman Leonid Brezhnev's 
visit to the United States, the two coun- 
tries pledged each side would avoid situ- 
ations which could lead to a direct con- 
frontation between them. 


The Soviet Union . said yesterday it 


"resolutely supports" the Arab states in 
the new war, but unlike the 1967 crisis, 
gave no hint it might intervene in the 
fighting. 


Administration officials said the Presi- 


dent was surprised by the outbreak of 
war Saturday morning. They said the

agencies was that the buildup of Arab 
forces would result only in border skir- 
mishes. Meanwhile, ships of the United 
States Sixth Fleet steamed out of harbor 
in Greece yesterday, destined for an un- 
known location at sea.

day hostilities between Israeli and the 
Arabs began. 


Speaking at the Vatican, Pope Paul VI 


begged the warring nations to contain 
their conflict and leave themselves open 
to compromise. 


"We suffer, we weep, but we still 


hope," the pontiff said.

Slate tough bike safety law

New government safety regulations 


probably will require elaborate reflectors 
on the front, rear and* sides of all bi- 
cycles so nighttime motorists will know 
in an Instant what their headlights have 
picked up. 


The Consumer Product Safety Com- 


mission, which one week ago singled out 
bikes as perhaps the most hazardous 
product on the American market, is 
drawing up final rules to cut down on the 
one million-plus bicycle-related Injuries 
each year. The regulations probably will 
be issued before the end of this year. 


Commission officials said heavy em- 


phasis will be placed on reflectors be- 


cause the most serious type of accidents 
usually Involve poor Illumination. While 
only a fraction of bicycle accidents — 
about 38,000 annually — involve cars, 
such moving collisions are usually the 
worst kind in terms of death and injury. 


Thus, one official said, reflectors will 


be required on the sides of bicycles, per- 
haps on the spikes or ringing the tire 
sidewalls. A car approaching a bike from 
the side would instantly pick up what he 
described as a "unique Indentifiable con- 
figuration" — two glowing wheels or sets 
of spokes — that would spell bicycle. 


Improved reflectors also would be re- 


quired on the rear, as well as a reflector 
in the front to alert oncoming cars, he 
said. 


Commission experts say most acci- 


dents involve a combination of error on 
the part of the bike rider and mechanical 
deficiency in the bike itself. 


Thus, the new rules probably will out- 


law entreme handlebar configurations — 
the high-rise V-shaped designs; require 
improved brakes; and lay down specifi- 
cations for the strength of the bicycle 
frame itself so that in the event of an 
accident the chance of an abrupt break 
in the structure is reduced. 


There also will be new rules governing 


the placement of gear shift controls for 
multi-speed bikes, specifying a "safe" 
distance between the gear lever and the 
seat.

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Criticism of Operation Libra builds 
Mock disaster—a disaster?

Traffic WM bottloneckcd; the 


Innccs couldn't get to the wounded. Com- 
munlcatloai broke down. One hospital 
had to wait 40 minutes to get Its first 
patient. 


These were only some of tho criticism 


of Operation Libra, a mock airplane 


. crash staged In DCS Plalncs last Friday. 


The mock disaster, the largest ever held 
In tho Midwest, was to lest the Metro- 
politan Disaster plan for the IB commu- 


' nltlcs surrounding O'Harc Airport. 


Firemen, policemen and Civil Defense 


workers learned at least one thing from 
the test: IB communities cannot respond 
well to a major disaster without practice. 


"tVK TltlKI) TO make the disaster as 


rotten as possible," said Richard Arthur, 
DCS Plalncs Civil Defense director and 
disaster chairman. "I think If It had been 
real everybody would hove probably 
worked just a little bit harder. But I 
wouldn't say It went bad. It was a learn- 
ing experience." 


"We had problems because there were 


. so many people Involved," Arthur said. 
• "Rut wo wanted to find out about those 
! problems, that's why wo had the test. We 


learned a lot." Ho said that If a real air 
crash had occurred before last Friday's 
drill, tho response would have been the 
sumo. "Now I don't think so," he said. 


Criticism came from officials observ- 


ers at the site, Civil Defense officials, 
fircrmm, policemen and hospital officials 
and much of It was expected. At one hos- 
pital, the staff felt Operation Libra went 
smoothly, that the disaster was close to 
the real thing. 


"It really was no different from a real 


disaster," said Stovo Dickinson of Resur- 
rection Hospital In Chicago which has 
(rented victims of two real plane crashes 
at O'llaro. "We got the call at 1 p.m. and 
we got our first patient 15 minutes later. 
The rest came in spurts, the way they do 
during a real disaster." 


MOST OF THE criticism was leveled 


at the operations at the site, a small 
muddy field at Algonquin and Mount 
Prospect roads. The major complaint 
was that I here were not enough police at 
Hit- scene to direct traffic, keep curiosity 
seekers out, and cordon off the crash 
site so the press and observers were kept 
out of the way of rescue workers. 


It took 2'a hours to clear away tho 


"dead" and tho "wounded." Hospital of- 
ficials said that was loo long. Many of 
lite victims would have died at the scene. 


"All of the vehicles came in all dircc- 


tloni." said James Ohlrlch, a volunteer 
for tho Palatine Fire Department. "The 
ambulances had trouble getting out at 
first." Ohlrlch said, adding that there 
were not as many ambulances or men at 
the scene as there would have been at a 
real dluutcr. 


"There were not enough ambulance 


personnel to transport the victims to the 
ambulances." said Dr. Stanley Zydlo, 
head of the Northwest suburban para- 
medic program. "We had paramedics 
'carrying stretchers and they're not here 
to do that. They're supposed to give mcd- 
iciil attention to the patients." Zydlo also 
.tiiid medical supplies were not at the 
scene soon enough.

Second set of charges 
against ex-POW dropped 


by STEVE BROWN 


After more than five years as a prison- 


er of war and five months of battling 
charges of mutiny and aiding the enemy, 
Army Staff Sgt. John Young of Arlington 
Heights believes he may be free. 


The U.S. Department of Defense an- 


nounced late Friday that charges of mut- 
iny had been dropped against Young and 
three other former POWs. It was the sec- 
ond time Young had been told he would 
not have to face a court martial to an- 
swer allegations regarding his conduct 
as a prisoner of war. 


Both Young and his wife were relieved 


to learn the charges had been dropped. 
While the 27-year-old native of Grayslake 
had admitted making anti-war state- 
ments as a POW, he insisted the state- 
ments never endangered fellow prisoners 
or betrayed the United States. 


"I hope now we will be able to live our 


own lives," Young's wife said in a week- 
end Interview. 


In between periodic check-ups at Fltz- 


simmons Army Hospital in Denver, 
Colo., Young has spent much of his time 
trying to catch up on things he has 
missed while he was a POW. He has 
been on convalescent leave since his re- 
lease last winter. 


A PARATROOPER and a member of 


the Army's crack special forces, Young 
has said that he now plans to attend col- 
lege. He recently took a truck-driving job 
for a Chicago firm. 


"Mostly we have been waiting for word 


from the Army about these charges and 
John's discharge," Mrs. Young ex- 
plained. 


"Now that they have dropped the 


charges, I would hope we can put It all 
aside and forget about it, we have been 
through an awful lot and we just want to 
forget it," she added. 


Young had been critical of both sets of 


charges filed against him and other for- 
mer POW's by both Air Force Maj. Ed- 
ward Leonard and Col. Theodore Guy. 
He said both allegations were without 
basis or merit. 


Young has spoken before several 


groups Involved in obtaining information 
about U:S. servicemen who are still list- 
ed as missing in action in Southeast 
Asia. 


THE PENTAGON reported that in in- 


vestigating the second set of charges, 
which were made by Leonard in July, 65 
former POWs had been Interviewed. The 
Army concluded there was Insufficient 
evidence to prosecute. 


"The charges also violated the Depart- - 


mcnt of Defense policy of not prosecuting 
former prisoners for propaganda state- 
ments they may have made while In cap- 
tivity," an Army spokesman told the 
Herald. 


Originally,v misconduct had been filed 


against eight enlisted men and two com- 
missioned officers. The Navy dropped 
charges against the two officers last 
'month. Three of the enlisted men had 
recieved discharges between the time 
Guy's charges were dropped and Leon- 
ard made his allegations In July. Besides 
Young, Army Staff Sgt. James A. Daly 


of New York, Marine Sgt. Alfonso Riate 
and Marine Pvt. Frederick Elbert of 
New York were also cleared. One former 
POW who had been charged committed 
suicide in July. 


While military law allows any officer 


or enlisted man to bring misconduct 
charges .against any serviceman, the 
Pentagon believes this latest action will 
bring an end to charges against any Viet- 
nam War POW. 


million project 


at Holy Family 
begins tomorrow 


Grounds will be broken tomorrow at 2 


p.m. for a $9 million construction and 
modernization project at Holy Family 
Hospital in Des Plaines. 


The projects are designed to expand 


and Improve patient care service, ac- 
cording to Sister M. Amata, executive 
vice-president. 


Enlarged and remodeled facilities will 


expand Intensive and coronary care ser- 
vices, emergency room, pathology, radio- 
logy, nuclear medicine and adminis- 
trative facilities. The addition of 10 co- 
ronary care beds and eight intensive 
care beds will Increase bed capacity 
from 235 to 253. 


"WITH THESE NEW and remodeled 


facilities, Holy Family can meet the an- 
ticipated growth and changes in our hos- 
pital's role In the community," Sister 
Amata said. 


The project has been approved by the 


Hospital Planning Council of Metre-poll-, 
tan Chicago, the Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission, Comprehensive 
Health Planning, Inc. and the North Sub- 
urban Association for Health Resources. 


A notice of capital expenditure has 


been filed with the Comprehensive State 
Health Planning Agency and Catholic 
Church authorities have granted per- 
mission for the hospital to negotiate a 
loan. 


Administrative offices and electrical 


and mechanical services will also be ex- 
panded and upgraded. 


ONE OF T#E major portions of the 


project will be housed In new construc- 
tion on the south end of the hospital, near 
the emergency area. A tower design will 
house the intensive care and coronary 
care units, designed to provide complete 
privacy for each patient and constant 
visual supervision from the nurses', sta- 
tion. Each bed will have a complete 
monitoring system for vital functions. 


The emergency room will be enlarged 


to a trauma unit with 11 treatment 
spaces. It will Include a separate room 
equipped for caring for patients with 
serious heart and breathing problems. 
Special monitoring of patients can take 


place In the emergency room by tele- 
metry. 
Five of the emergency spaces can also 


serve as holding or observation beds 
where patients may stay on a non-admit- 
ted basis following an Injury. The depart- 
ment will provide more waiting room, on 
call physician's room and a police room 
for officers accompanying emergency 
patients. 


The emergency area also will Include 


five examining rooms where private phy- 
sicians may examine and treat out- 
patients. Ambulances will drive up to an 
enlarged, covered area where four am- 
bulances 
can be unloaded 
simulta- 


neously. An Infra-red solar heating de- 
vice will be triggered with the arrival of 
an ambulance so patients are not sub- 
jected to extreme variations in tempera- 
ture. 


SPACE FOR enlarging radiology, pa- 


thology and administrative facilities will 
be provided In the first floor wing across 
the front of the hospital facing River 
Road and along the north side. 


Radiology will be enlarged 50 per cent. 


The new pathology department, twice the 
present size, will be in the front of the 
hospital. 


The new administrative center will 


contain about 50,000 square feet of space 
for offices, meeting rooms, 
visitors 


lounge and gift shop.. 


The lower floor of the new east wing 


will include a meeting room to accom- 
modate 300 people plus small meeting 
rooms, employe locker and lounge facil- 
ities. The physical and respiratory thera- 
py departments and auxiliary facilities 
on the ground floor will be enlarged or 
moved.

Just what's obscenity? 


It was just the kind of respectable, 


clean-cut group of suburban Republicans 
who just might sit around and talk about 
pornography. 


A week ago last Thursday about 50 


members of the Wheeling Township Re- 
publican organization gathered at John 
Herscy High School in Arlington Heights 
to talk about the recent U.S. Supremo 
Court decision on obscenity. 


No, this was no ad-hoc group of book 


burners. I recognized many familiar 
faces from pn.st GOP gatherings, and as 
the discussion developed, the opinions ex- 
pressed were well-Informed. 


Two well-tailored lawyers, ono a civil 


liberties lawyer and the other a member 
of State's Attorney Bernard Carey's 
staff, argued for soft or stiff enforcement 
of the Supreme Court decision, which In 
effect allows more local control over 
what the public can and cannot buy and 
see. 


After the discussion the group was split 


into three sections and given a unlqiio 
jury role: to determine whether thruo 
publications — Penthouse, Viva and a 
men's pulp magazine — were obscene. 
The verdict of all three groups WON Unit 
none of the three magazines should IKS 
sold without supervision — that is, cliil- 
dren should not bo allowed to buy these 
publications over the counter. 


The jury's verdict seemed a well-rea- 


soned one, though a bit on the libertarian 
side for the Northwest suburbs. No ono 
suggested burning any books, but there

Ing about $78,054, will be held until 
proper forms are complete. Both 
municipalities will lose possible in- 
vestment interest. 


Time is not the question. The 


required forms are simple. Both 
municipalities have

spending priorities. The require- 
ments were announced when the 
program began in December and 
the deadline for filing the forms 
was Sept. 1, more than a month 
ago. 


Most area municipalities publish- 


ed tiicir second revenue sharing re- 
port in local newspapers in late Au- 
gust or early September. Only 
Wheeling and Palatine stand out in 
the Northwest suburbs for failure 
to report anticipated expenses.

Kissinger troubled by his past

WASHINGTON - Secretary of Slate 


Henry A. Kissinger finds hlmiclf in the 
Ironic position of being plagued by his 
past SUCCCMCS. 


He lia.i discovered, la his dismay, that 


hli skill In negotiating the Peking break- 
through nnd tho Moscow agreements 
have led n numlicr of officials in troubled 
areas to believe that ho can somehow 
achieve miracles in settling their prob- 
lems. 


Kissinger, who also continued to hold 


the job of providential adviser on nation- 
al security, recognizes the danger In this 
situation. 


Unrealistic exceptions, when they fall 


to materialize, tend to leave Ihoic who 
were expecting some magic solution all 
the more bitter and disillusioned with the 
man they expect to pass miracles. 


That was why, when questioned at a 


notti conference as lo whether he could 
repeat his successes In Vietnam and else- 
where by bringing pence (o the turbulent 
Middle East. Kluingor said: 


"I do think that It is Important that 


foreign policy not bo Identified with any 
one Individual or with virtuoso perform- 
ances." As for tho Middle East, the new 
secretary tald publicly what he had pri- 
vately told n group of Arabs at lunch

earlier: "With respect to the Middle East 
It would be a mistake to assume that any 
one man can pull a rabbit out of a hat.. 


M 
Kissinger has been credited with a 


number of "virtuoso performances." And 
too many people believe that he can pull 
more rabbits out of tho hat. And the fact 
that he seemed to enjoy the limelight 
makes it difficult to dissuade his admir- 
ers. 


However, Kissinger privately recog- 


nizes his successes for what they were. 
Ho did a brilliant job of carrying out ad- 
ministration policies, displaying a diplo- 


matic skill unmatched In recent years. 


But Kissinger would be the first to ad- 


mit that most of the policies were origi- 
nally formulated by President Nixon. As 
early as 1967, Nixon was making it clear 
that he felt that the bitter spilt between 
the two giants of the communist world, 
China and Russia, gave the United States 
a leverage to exploit to America's advan- 
tage. 


The idea was to place one against the 


other and Nixon found, in the statements 
of Kissinger, who was then a foreign pol- 
icy adviser to Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, a 
strong indication that the German-born 
naturalized citizen and Harvard profes- - 
sor was thinking along the same lines. 


Nixon also decided that Kissinger had . 


the skill to play this game, in which the 
Republicans had an advantage over the, 
Democrats because the GOP had always 
succeeded In labeling the Democrats as 
"soft on communism." 


Kissinger moved with skill, making the 


right moves at the right time and sen- 
sing just how much he could receive at 
any point In return for a concession pal- 
atable to the United States. In this re- 
spect, he served his master well and by 
taking the stage to explain the policies 
and negotiations, created the Image of a 
Kissinger that never was. This was made 


possible by the fact that he was working 
for a lonely and ingrown President, with 
a relatively inarticulate press secretary, 
and it appears that he was not only the 
executor of policy and the explainer of 
policy, but the initiator of policy. 


Kissinger, in his wry comments at re- 


laxed moments, frankly acknowledges 
that his buildup was excessive and now 
he is going to have to suffer when it is 
found that some of the Insoluble prob- 
lems of the world remain as insoluble as 
ever despite his "magic touch." 


It is highly improbable that the hal- 


cyon days of 1972 in Peking and Moscow 
will ever be repeated and Kissinger real- 
izes that the grubby and unspectacular 
diplomacy which is likely to be his lot 
during the next three years is more like- 
ly to damage than enhance his Image.

I have no utrong facts to support that 


argument, hut I have talked to many 
women who faced such real or imagined 
threats quite frequently.

The problems simply can't be traced to 


sexually explicit publications or films. 
Penthouse or Oul magazines probably 
don't cause many rapes and assaults, but 
they represent the culture of a given mo- 
ment in American history. 


The ultimate obscenity is not an un- 


drapcd male or female form. Rather, it's 
the woman who's been assaulted or mo- 
lested — or the man, for that matter, 
who's the victim of any kind of violence. 


More important than whether or not 


you and I shall see "Deep Throat" is the 
question of lovclessness and loneliness in 
American society which I sense Is behind 
the kind of crimes which was the ulti- 
mata concern of the Wheeling Twp. 
GOP panel that Thursday'nlght. 


Almost endemic to this area, this subur- 


ban sprawl where there are no roots, are 
the conditions which would cause some- 
one, out of a sense of something few of 
us can feel, to commit a violent crime. 
Yes, we need law and order to curb such 
crimes — but until we understand from 
what roots some crimes rise, we won't 
stem the senseless violence that the 
Wheeling Twp.

The Doctor Says....by Dr.,Laurence Lamb 
Vitamin E won't help ulcerative colitis 


I have chronic ulcerative colitis for 


which I consult my doctor at regular In- 
tervals — without much improvement, I 
admit. 


A health-minded friend, a nurse, has 


recommended- a number of Items she 
thinks would help me, such as vitamin E, 
lecithin, etc. She also says "no white 
flour" while the doctor says "no whole 
wheat." 


Would you comment on the value, if 


any, of vitamin E and lecithin in particu- 
lar, as well as any general suggestions 
for the diet of a patient with ulcerative 
colitis. Are protein supplements of any 
value? 


For the benefit of our other readers, 


your problem of ulcerative colitis Is a 
disease that affects the colon primarily. 
It causes attacks of severe diarrhea, 
similar to dysentery. As such, It causes a 
loss of fluid and important salts from the 
body. In severe cases it can result in he- 
morrhagc from the bowel. 


Ulcerative colitis actually affects much 


more of the intestinal tract. The colon 
normally does not enter into digestion

other than In its role of reabsorption of 
water from food residue. All of the ab- 
sorption of nutrients! vitamins, and min- 
erals occurs In the small Intestine. Yet 
these dlsgetive functions are also often 
impaired in patients with ulcerative co- 
litis. The decreased absorption of vita- 
min K often leads to an increased ten- 
dency to bleedng. 


THE INVOLVEMENT of the small in- 


testine often destroys the enzymes there 
that are necessary to absorb 'milk sugar, 
lactose. As a-result many patients with 
ulcerative colitis cannot digest milk or 
milk products. 
.To answer your specific questions, 


vitamin E is not likely to help you 
much. There is no reliable evidence of it 
having 
helped 
any ulcerative 
colitis 


patients. Lecithin is not absorbed from 
anyone's 
intestine, 
even 
_in normal 


people. Lechllhln is a combination of 
cholinc and a fatty acid containing phos- 
phorous. The enzymes normally present 
in the intestine break It apart Into cho- 
line and its fatty acid or it can't be ab- 
sorbed. 


The lecithin in the body is formed from 


food substances in the liver. The choline 
is important, but any diet that contains 
sufficient protein found in animal pro- 
teins provides the materials the body 
uses to manufacture choline, which it 
can do. So. I am not optimistic that ei- 
ther of these measures will be helpful to 
you. 


Because ulcerative colitis patients of- 


ten lose protein during their attacks. I do 
recommend a high protein intake. You 
can either enjoy this in the form of pro- 
tein foods (meat, poulty, fish) and have 
the added advantage and diet satisfac- 
tion of bulk, or you can take protein pow- 
der supplements. 


•YOUR DOCTOR must think it possible 


that you don't tolerate gluten and that 
this may be a factor in your problem. 
Whole wheat bread contains more gluten 
than white bread, but if gluten is a prob- 
lem I would wonder about your eating 
any breads or cereals (except corn or 
rice) or any foods that contain them. 


What you need to do about vitamin, 


mineral and protein supplements de- 
pends a lot on how much trouble you are 
having with absorption. That varies a lot 
with different patients.

Lorraine Kennedy may blush slightly, 


but nothing conceals the wide beam of 
her smile when she shows that homespun 
jinglo to guests. 


Written especially about her.lt's care- 


fully protected In a new white scrapbook 
that also contains other glowing letters of 
commendation from hospital personnel 
at Alexlan Brothers Medical Center in 
Elk Grovo Village. 


The petite, gray-haired lady Is some- 


what a celebrity around the hospital cor- 
ridors these days. To be sure, she's 
earned her recognition . . . having sur- 
passed 3,000 hours of volunteer work. In 
sensible figures It breaks down to 16 
months of full-time work, all undertaken 
as a labor of love. 


AND FOR SURE Mrs. Kennedy does 


enjoy It. Now employed part-time by the 
hospital as a receptionist three days a 
week, she's still back on Saturdays giv- 
ing even more of her tme. 


Tho Hoffman Estates grandmother has 


the added distinction of being the first 
volunteer at Alexlan Brothers to have 
reached the 3000 level. 


"I do love the hospital," said Mrs. Ken- 


nedy, who will celebrate her 71st birth- 
day this month. "It has done more for 
me than I could ever have done for it." 


Mrs. Kennedy described herself as a

"You sit back and think life is over,

join her married daughter, Mrs. Ralph 
Schopp, and family in Hoffman Estates, 


Lorraine always had been active with 


her church, so a relative who was em- 
ployed by Alexian Brothers suggested 
she might enjoy hospital volunteer work. 


Less than six months after she moved to 
the suburbs Mrs. Kennedy began offering 
her time and services three days a week. 


At first she was asked to work iri the 


snack shop ... "I was willing to do most 
anything," she admits ... but too short 
to serve over the counter she was trans- 
ferred to the surgical waiting room 
where for three years she worked as a 
hostess. 


"One of the most gratifying three 


years of my life," Mrs. Kennedy 
vouches. 


"IT IS THE MOST wonderful therapy 


there is," she continued, referring to her 
experiences as a hospital volunteer.

Mrs. Kennedy admits, however, that

Move over, Time and Newsweek. And

A new magazine is scheduled to bit the 


newsstands in 1974 that promises to give 
all the "hard news" about women not 
covered in those first two publications, 
and to do it without the crusading spirit 
of the third. 


Called Woman News, the magazine 


will cover national and local news affect- 
ing women, including employment,' poli- 
tics, education and health, according to 
Colleen Dishon, acting editor.

The magazine will be headquartered la 


Chicago with bureaus in New York and 
Washington, D.C. 


"WHETHER YOU realize it or not, you 


get only a' smattering of women's news 
in the already established big national 
news magazines," Miss Dishon said at a 
press conference in Chicago. "And you 
get only a smldge of 'hard' news in the 
women's service magazines."

When one high school splits to help 


form another, as Conant did two years 
ago when Schaumburg was born, an in- 
teresting angle in big rivalry games be- 
tween them is usually that former team- 
mates are squaring off against each oth- 
er.

And although it has been that way

He com- 
pleted three straight passes for 83 yards, 
the last for 60 to Dan Szymkowlak, for a 
consolation touchdown with 1:23 left af- 
ter Schaumburg had all its points. 


That gave Conant 152 passing yards 


(starter Bob Borczak completed six of 15 
for 69) and 214 total against the Saxons' 
232. 
On the ground it was no contest. 


Schaumburg outrushcd Conant 199-62. 


Schaumburg took the lead with 53 sec- 


onds left in the first quarter after march- 
ing 62 yards in 10 plays. All three of 


Hill's completions for the evening came 
in this march and Dave scored from the 
six. Godinez ran for the Saxons' only ex- 
tra points of the game. 


The visitors made it 14-0 with 6:24 left

(A little earlier he 
had ripped off his 52-yarder on such a 
play).

In all, Schaumburg recovered four Co-

(homeowners) and will also give us an 
acceptable return," he said recently. 


Although nothing has been decided, 


Moskal said Miller will consider elimi- 
nating the commercial site and replacing 
It with another building, as well as in- 
creasing the size of the park to five 
acres. Several residents opposed Miller's 
other offer because they felt the 3.5-acre' 
park was too small to be of benefit. 


Moskal said the park size can be in- 


creased providing a density acceptable 
lo Miller can still be achieved. With a 
bigger park, Moskal said it will probably 
be necessary to construct four-story 
buildings. 


UNDER THE PLAN already approved 


by the village board, Miller can con- 
struct condominiums, but they would 
have to be only two stories. If the com- 
mittee reaches an agreement with Miller 
Builders for anything •> other than wfiat 
has been approved, the village board 
must approve it. 


The negotiations for a park began last 


February after a group of Mill Creek 
homeowners complained because of the 
lack of park In the development. At pre- 
sent, the only park In the subdivision Is a 
5.5-acrc site adjacent to Washington Ir- 
ving School.

Spend five minutes in a Spanish bilin- 


gual class In School Dist. 21. It will give 
you an idea of how a Mexican-American 
child feels in a regular classroom where 
everyone speaks a language he doesn't 
understand. 


A growing dropout rate of 85 per cent 


of bilingual students plus several related 
problems prompted Dist. 21 this year to 
adopt a district wide bilingual program. 


the district serves Wheeling, Buffalo 


Grove and portions of Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect. 


The 217 Spanish-speaking students in 


the program learn to speak, read and 
write both their own language and Eng- 
lish. The first through eighth grade stu- 
dents also receive instruction designed to 
help them learn to appreciate both cul- 
tures. 


IN ADDITION to the classes at seven 


elementary schools and one junior high 
school, an Itinerant teacher visits several 
other schools in the district with smaller 
Spanish-speaking enrollments. 


Irene Hokanson's class at Field School 


is typical of bilingual classes throughout 
the district. Groups of about six children 
in the first through sixth grades meet 


It's a day for Italians—or is it?

Today, contrary lo what the calen- 


dar says, Is not Columbus Day. 


As wo all learned In school, Christ- 


opher Columbus had set sail for the 
East Indies In 1492 to prove thd 
world was round when he discovered 
the New World. History has placed 
his date of arrival in San Salvador as 
Oct. 12. 


History In recent years, however, 


has had (o take a back seat to the 
needs of the modern era, and Con- 
gress has seen fit to Include Colum- 
bus Day among those holidays held 
on Mondays for the sake of the three- 
day weekend. 


NOT THAT IT raally matters 


much, you understand. Most Italian- 
Americans are probably 
satisfied 


just to have any special day to be In 
the limelight — Slate Street parade, 
"Kiss me. I'm Italian" buttons and 
all. 


But setting the record straight on 


the true date of Chrlstofur Co- 
lombo's arrival In the New World Is 
only one of several misconceptions 
about 
I ho spaghcttl-and-mcatballs 


people that deserve clarification. 
Hero are a few of the others: 


• "You can always tell an Italian 


by the purple tinge of his hands and 
feet, which comes from crushing 
wine gropes." This is false. Modern 
Italians have wine presses to crush 
grapes, which means only the hands 
— not the feet — become purple. 


• "Italians use gestures of the 


hands lo a great extent when con- 
versing." This Is true and is actually 
responsible for the origin of the 
phrase "colorful conversation," since 
purple hands add color to any dialog. 


• "Italians distort the English lan- 


guage by dropping first letters of 
many words and adding vowel end- 
ings to them when speaking." 'At'sa 
falsa, too. 


• "Alt Italian-Americans are 


members of what has been called at 
varying times a 'crime syndicate,' 
'Coso Noslru,' or 'Mafia.'" This is 
perhaps the greatest of all fallacies 
about these transplanted Mediterra- 
nean inhabitants. I, for example, do 
not even have a Godfather. 


• "Italians make good 'hit men.' " 


This is true and in no way con- 
tradicts the preceding statement. 
Some examples are Joe DlMagglo, 
Ron Santo, Tony Conigllaro and the 
"Bambino" Ruth. 


• "The reason Italian food is so 


good is due to the fact that it is often 
prepared with liberal amounts of 
garlic, oregano and other season- 
ings." This is • only partially 
true, since the secret of Italian cook- 
ing is really In the olive oil. 


• "Pizza is brain food." This, of 


course, is true as evidenced by the 
accomplishments of Galileo Galilei, 
Guglielmo Marconi and Enrico Fer- 
mi, to name a few. 


• "There are only two kinds of 


people in the world; Italians, and 
those who wish they were;" Absolute- 
ly true.

Part of the purpose of the bilingual 


program Is to increase communication 
with Spanish-speaking parents. A Span- 
ish Advisory Council, made up of par- 
ents, teachers and other members of the 
community has been set up. 


AIRS. HOKANSON said she finds par- 


ents interested in the program and eager 
to volunteer. Some parents of non-Span- 
ish students, she said, have asked for 
their children to be included. 


Other bilingual teachers in the district 


are also taking on English-speaking stu- 
dents interested in learning Spanish. 


One little girl hi Mrs. Hokanson's first 


grade class is the daughter of a South 
American father and English mother, 
and has grown up in this country. She is 
participating in the bilingual class be- 
cause her parents want her to under- 


stand her Spanish heritage. 


"It's good to have non-Spanish students 


in the class," Mrs. Hokanson said. 
"Some of the children already feel differ- 
ent and it helps them to know that others 
are interested in learning their language 
and culture." 


Improving the self-concept of Spanish 


children is one of the major goals of the 
program, according to Minerva Coyne, 
Dist. 21 bilingual coordinator. She thinks 
raising the self-esteem of Spanish stu- 
dents will raise their rate of attendance 
and, consequently, their achievement in 
school. 


SOME OF THE activities children par- 


ticipate In during Mrs. Hokunson's class 
are aimed at Increasing their self-con- 
cept. They include making collages of 
things they like and learning their birth- 
days. 


Last week, the children began studying 


Columbus and his discovery of America. 
A variety of social studies activities are 
planned, Mrs. Hokanson said, to study 
the famous voyager's background and 
his contribution to the development of 
this country. 


At the same time, children in regular 


classes will also study Columbus. Anoth- 
er of the major intentions of the bilingual 
program is to increase English utudents' 
appreciation of the Spanish culture.

Swimming 
pool ruling 
seen tonight 


The Buffalo Grove Village Board 


tonight is expected to rule on the con- 
troversy over the placement of the swim- 
ming pool in Plan Comr. Burt Harris* 
backyard. 


Chief Inspector William Dcttmer told 


the village board last week the place- 
ment of Harris' pool is in violation' of 
village building codes. An ordinance 
states the pool must be at least six feet 
from the neighboring property line. In 
Harris' case the above-ground pool is two 
inches over the line. 


Harris, 701 Silver Rock Ln., said his 


interpretation of the building code is that 
it only applies to permanent structures, 
not a temporary one such as his pool. 


Some residents, however, have said 


since the pool will probably be in the 
yard all year round, it is not a tempora- 
ry structure. 


DETTMER ALSO said Harris did not 


obtain a building permit or construct a 
fence around the pool until told to by the 
building department. Harris said he had 
already ordered the fence by the time he 
was instructed to put it up. Neighbors 
complained because the pool was con- 
structed and filled with water before the 
fence was erected. 


Besides the pool, a filter and one of the 


fence posts is on his neighbor's property. 
Harris has said he will move them. 


Harris said the pool has been placed at 


its present location because it will not fit 
anywhere else in the yard. He has asked 
the village to consider waiving the ordi- 
nance if it does apply to his pool. 


Village Atty. Richard Raysa is review- 


ing the matter and uill present his opin- 
ion to the village board tonight. 


Following- the regular meeting the vil- 


lage board will review a plan for its pro- 
posed central. business district as out- 
lined in the village master plan. The 
area is bounded by Buffalo Grove Road, 
III. Rte. 83 and Lake-Cook Road. The 
plan was prepared by a University of Il- 
linois graduate student.

Identify murdered man as Missouri resident

A man found murdered in the Ned 


Brown Forest Preserve in Elk Grove 
Township last week has been tentatively 
identified as a Kennctt, Mo., resident. 


Kennett Police Chief Edgar Fuller said 


the description of the dead man matches 
that of Larry Jarrett, 27. According to 
Fuller, Jarrett left Kennett for Chicago 
by bus on Sept. 17. A bus ticket from 
Kennett to Chicago found on the body, 
according to Cook County Sheriff's Po- 
lice investigators. 


Lt. Howard Vanick of the Sheriff's Po- 


lice refused to confirm the Identity of the 
man until fingerprints taken from the 
body confirm the man's identity. Vanick 
said the results should be made known 
early this week. 


SHERIFF'S POLICE termed the death 


a homicide after receiving results of an 
autopsy, but would not reveal the cause 
of death. Two spent shotgun shells were 
found near the body, according1 to Elk 
Grove police, who were called first to the 
scene. 


The shotgun shells may not be con- 


nected with the case, according to Earl 


Lundquist, investigator assigned to the 
case. Lundquist said a lot of illegal hunt- 
ing went on in the forest preserves and 
the shells might be from a hunter. 


The description of Jarrett was pro- 


vided by his mother, according to Fuller. 
Jarrett's mother saw her son off at the 
Kennctt bus station on Sept. 17. Fuller 
said the description of the body found in 
the forest preserve matches the one giv- 
en by Mrs. Jarrett down to the tatoo of a

Former POW 
mill not face 
mutiny claim

After more than five ycnrs as a prison- 


er of war and five months of battling 
clmrgcs of mutiny and aiding the enemy, 
Army Staff Sgt. John Young of Arlington 
Hcliihti believes he may bo free. 


The U.S. Department of Defense an- 


nounced laic Friday that charges of mut- 
iny had been dropped against Young and 
throe other former POWs. It was the sec- 
ond time Young had been told ho would 
not have to face a court martial to an- 
swer allegations regarding his conduct 
as a prisoner of war. 


Both Young and his wife were relieved 


to learn the charges had been dropped. 
While the 27-year-old native of Grayslako 
had admitted making anti-war state- 
ments as a POW, he Insisted the state- 
ments never endangered fellow prisoners 
or betrayed the United States. 


"I hope now we will be able to live our 


own lives," Young's wife said In a week- 
end Interview. 


In between periodic check-ups at Fltz- 


slmmons Army Hospital in Denver, 
Colo., Young has spent much of his time 
trying to catch up on things he has 
missed while he was a POW. Ho has 
been on convalescent leave since his re- 
lease last winter. 


A I'AKATIIOOI'Ell and a member of 


the Army's crack special forces, Young 
has said that ho now plans to attend col- 
lege. Ho recently took a truck-driving job 
for n Chicago firm. 


"Mostly wo have been waiting for word 


from the Army about these charges and 
John's discharge," Mrs. Young ex- 
plained. 


"Now (hat tltcy have dropped the 


charges, I would hope we can put it all 
aside and forget about It, we have been 
through an awful lot and wo just want to 
forget It," she added. 


Young had been critical of both sets of 


charges filed against him nnd other for- 
mer POW's by both Air Force MnJ.

Man's death in Chile remains a puzzle

Why? 
That simple question has begun to 


resound since the death of a Des Plaines 
man In Santiago, Chile. 


A puzzled group of friends and rela- 


tives hove wondered aloud why Frank 
Tcruggi Jr., 23, of 731 S. Third Ave., Des 
Plaines, was killed there. The circum- 
stances surrounding his death still re- 
main clouded. 


All that Is known is that Tcruggi was 


last seen by his roommate, David Hath- 
away of Seattle, Wash., on Sept. 21. His 
body was Identified in n Santiago mo- 
rgue last week. What might have tran- 
spired between the time he was taken 
away from his cell in the soccer stadium 
and shot still remains unknown. 


Chilean government officials contend 


that Tcruggi was not executed by the 
government, but had been released from 
custody. 


THEY INSIST that Tcruggi was shot 


on the street and by a weapon of a differ- 
ent caliber from those used by the mili- 
tary. 


But (ho story docs not sit well with at 


least one person — David Hathaway. 


"If they released Frank one day after 


we were arrested, why did they hold me 
and other foreigners for nearly a week. 
It makes no sense," Hathaway said.

Hathaway said the first night he was 


held by the .military he feared for his 
safety. 


"The military 'threatened to shoot us 


on the spot, they contended we were ex- 
tremist and snipers, but I think that they 
were just trying to scare us," he said. 


He said he was not questioned very 


profoundly while a prisoner. 


"All they wanted to know is who we 


were, what we were doing in Chile and if 
we hod any left wing views," he said, 
adding the government Interrogators did 
not try very hard to get any information 
from him. 


Hathaway said he was surprised when 


he and Teruggi were separated. 


"I thought he was just taken away to 


be-questioned, I was really surprised to 
learn that he had not been back to our 
apartment after I had been released." 


HATHAWAY SAID when he returned 


to their apartment in a suburb of San- 
tiago, none of Teruggl's belongings had 
been disturbed. 


"If in fact he had been released, he 


never returned to the apartment," Hath- 
away added. 


Hathaway also joined several critics of 


the U.S. State Department for their- 
handling of the situation in Chile. 


"No one from the government con- 


tacted my family to tell them we were 
being held, they learned of it through the 
grape vine," he said. 


"I have talked to other Americans, 


who were not arrested, who.went to the 
embassy to seek help, but they were giv- 


en the cold shoulder. The government 
has been very lax In this whole situ- 
ation," he said. 


HATHAWAY SAID Teruggi 
shared 


many. Marxist views of the Allende re- 
gime,'but did not totally support the gov- 
ernment.'

Ho also explained that Teruggi was 


apparently an innocent bystander during 
an attempted coup d'etat last June. 


"Frank had just left a French class at 


the university and an army battalion was 
staging an attack on the'presidential pal- 
ace just down the street. He was hit in 
the ankle by a ricocheting bullet." 


The coup failed in June, but the revolt* 


which started Sept. 11 succeeded. Frank 
Teruggl's gunshot wound had not yet 
healed, Hathaway said. 


TERUGGI'S BODY apparently laid 


with hundreds of others in the Santiago 
morgue for 12 days — unidentified. The 
long, agonizing wait for information 
about Frank Teruggi ended. 


"An American friend of ours told me 


that was how he was certain the corpse 
in the morgue was Frank," Hathaway 
said.

No new 
date has been set for the negotiating 
teams to meet. 


Dennis Amlcrson, a member of the 


DPEA negotiating team, said Lcitncr 
thought both sides "have como as far as 
they can at this point" and should take 
time to reconsider their positions. 


Stuart Kistcn, head of the board nego- 


tiating team, said the board had modi- 
fied Us position on eight items It consid- 
ered non-negotiable. He said salary was 
not discussed at the session. 


TEACHERS WANT to negotiate cer- 


tain nonsalary items with the board, In- 
cluding teacher representation on a com- 


mittee studying class size. DPEA repre- 
sentatives term these items the "major 
obstacle" to contract settlement. 


Anderson said the board had made 


some movement on the nonsalary Items. 


"The board tried to get off dead center 


on some of the non-negotiable items but I 
don't think they tried hard enough," An- 
derson said. 


According to the DPEA negotiator,'the 


board offered teachers representation on 
an administrative resource committee. 
Teachers arc asking that any recommen- 
dations coming out of the committee be 
part of a written agreement. 


Anderson said he thought teachers 


would reject the board's new proposal 
since "there is no major change." 


The DEPA dropped its requests that 


emergency days be used to shorten the 
school year and that the first day of 
classes be a half-day.

This is truo and is actually 
responsible for the origin of the 
phrase "colorful conversation," since 
purple hands add color to any dialog. 


• "Italians distort the English lan- 


guage by dropping first letters of 
many words and adding vowel end- 
Ings to them when speaking." 'At'sa 
falsa, too. 


• " A l l Italian-Americans are 


members of what has been called at 
varying times a 'crime syndicate,' 
'Cosa Nostrn,' or 'Mafia.'" This is 
perhaps the greatest of all fallacies 
about these transplanted Mediterra- 
nean Inhabitants. I, for example, do 
not even have a Godfather. 


• "Italians make good 'hit men.' " 


This Is true and In no way con- 
tradicts the preceding statement. 
Some examples arc Joe DiMaggio, 
Ron Santo, Tony Conlgliaro and the 
"Bambino" Ruth. 


• "The reason Italian food is so 


good Is due to the fact that it is often 
prepared with liberal amounts of 
garlic, oregano and other season- 
I n g s . " This Is only partially 
true, since the secret of Italian cook- 
ing is really in the olive oil. 


• "Pizza is brain food." This, of 


course, Is true as evidenced by the 
accomplishments of Galileo Galilei, 
Gugllolmo Marconi and Enrico Fer- 
mi, to name a few. 


• "There»aro only two kinds of 


people in the world; Italians, and 
those who wish they were." Absolute- 
ly true.

Sgt.' Fred Altcrgott loves to relax,- take 


It easy and help people. In his 21 years 
as a Des Plaines policeman, opportu- 
nities to help people have been abundant, 
but chances to relax and take it easy 
have not been too frequent. 


His second and third loves of life are 


what Altergott, 50, plans to catch up on 
when he officially retires from the force 
Oct. 15. "I'll probably travel and just en- 
joy my grandchildren," said the cigar- 
smoking Altergott. 


"I've enjoyed being a policeman," he 


said. "Everyday something new would 
happen and it has been Interesting." 


When he began on the department in 


1952, Altergott was assigned complaint 
and communictlons desk In addition to 
patrol duties. 


He later advanced his police training at

HE EARNED the nickname "Fuzzy" 


In his early years on the force because of 
the mustache he wore. 


"I idolized cops as a kid and I wanted 


to make a career out of it," he said. 
"Only it was depressing to see the bad 
side of life." 


"There were only 14 men on the de- 


partment when I started and I was al- 
ways eager to get to work early and read 
the reports to see what was happening on 
my shift," he said. "It's good to see that 
eagerness In the younger guys on the 
force today." 


ALTERGOTT IS a stickler for memo- 


ries and loves to recall some of the hu- 
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morons experiences he encountered as a 
Des Plaines patrolman, such as the great 
"cougar scare" of 1956. 


"I was on patrol and got a call that 


some guys saw a cougar near Cora ah,d 
Henry streets. For the next couple of 
months it was nothing but calls from 
people who said they saw the cougar." 


"Every time someone found a dead an- 


imal, it was the cougar. I spent a whole 
day off duly once looking for it with 
dogs," he'said. 


"They finally had to bring In Marlin 


Perkins and he said some tracks they 
found were definitely cougar tracks.'.' 
The mystery was never solved because 
the elusive cat was never found. 


"The aggravating thing about it," said 


Altergott, "was that I was always .on 
duty when someone thought they saw it." 


ANOTHER NIGHT to remember was

Altcrgott ordered the couple into a near- 
by gas station, When the car pulled into

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Young man's death in Chile still a nightmarish puzzle

Why? 
That simple question has begun to 


mound since the death of a DCS Plalncs 
man In Santiago, Chile. 


A puzzled group of friends and rela- 


tives have wondered aloud why Frank 
Tcruggi Jr., 23, of 731 S. Third Ave., DCS 
Plalncs, was killed there. The circum- 
stances surrounding his death still re- 
main clouded. 


All that Is known Is that Tcruggi was 


lait seen by his roommate, David Hath- 
away of Seattle, Wash., on Sept. 21. His 
body was Identified In a Santiago mo- 
rgue last week. What might have tran- 
spired between the llmo ho was taken 
away from his cell In the soccer stadium 
and shot still remains unknown. 


Chilean government officials contend 


that Tcruggi was not executed by the 
government, but had been released from 
custody. 


THEY INSIST that Teruggl was shot 


on the street and by a weapon of a differ- 
ent caliber from those used by the mili- 
tary. 


But the story docs not sit well with at 


least one person — David Hathaway. 


"If they released Frank one day after 


we ncrc arrested, why did they hold me 
and other foreigners for nearly a week. 
It makes no sense," Hathaway said. 


"Perhaps he was Involved In some- 


thing that was unknown to us, but that Is 
only a supposition," he added. Hathaway 
said persons he knew which were active- 
ly Involved In left wing activities were 
not harmed by the military. 


"My only other thought Is that this was 


a tragic mistake. There were many of 
those made during the over-throw," he 
said. 


HATHAWAY SAID Tcruggi, who had 


been studying economics since 1971, was 
not actively involved In political student 


groups loyal to ousted Marxist President 
Salvador Allende. 


But he said Teruggl had been working 


for a grojip translating magazines and 
news reports into Spanish. 


"The group, the North American Infor-. 


mation Forces, translated the news from 
a different point of view than the U.S. 
media did," he said. He added the work 
also involved news of "imperialistic and 
oppressive actions against workers 
throughout the world." 


Hathaway said the group was not affil- 


iated with the University of Chile, where 
Tcruggi was a student, but it was consid- 
ered a "scholarly organization." 


"This was a very serious research 


group," Hathaway said. 


Hathaway, a metal lathe operator, said 


he was in the country about a year and a 
roommate of Teruggl for about seven 
months. 


"The Marxist and left wing literature 


which Frank had were not unusual, 
many of the books had been on sale for 
about ten years, even .before Allende took 
power," he said. 


Hathaway said the 'first night he was 


held by the military he feared for his 
safety. 


"The military threatened to shoot us 


on the spot, they contended we were ex- 
tremist and snipers, but I think that they 
were just trying to scare us," he said. 


He said he was not questioned very 


profoundly while a prisoner. 


"All they wanted to know is who we 


were, what we were doing in Chile and if 
we had any left wing views," he said, 
adding the government interrogators did 
not try very hard to get any information 
from him. 


Hathaway said he was surprised when 


he and Teruggl were separated. 


"I thought he was just taken away to 


be questioned, I was really surprised to 


learn that he had not been back to our 
apartment after I had been released." 


HATHAWAY SAID when he returned 


to their apartment In a suburb of San- 
tiago, none of Teruggl's belongings had 
been disturbed. 


"If in fact he had been released, he 


never returned to the apartment," Hath- 
away added. 


Hathaway also joined several critics of 


the U.S. State Department for their- 
handling of the situation in Chile. 


"No one from the government con- 


tacted my family to tell them we were 
being held, they learned of it through the 
grape vine," he said. 


"I have talked to other Americans, 


who were not arrested, who went to the 
embassy to seek help, but they were giv- 
en the cold shoulder. The government 
has been very lax in this whole situ- 
ation," he said. 


HATHAWAY SAID Teruggl 
shared 


many Marxist views of the Allende re- 


gime, but did not totally support the gov- 
ernment. 


He also explained that Teruggi was 


apparently an innocent bystander during 
an attempted coup d'etat last June. 


"Frank had just left a French class at 


the university and an army battalion was 
staging an attack on the presidential pal- 
ace just down the street. He was hit in 
the ankle by a ricocheting bullet." 


The coup failed in June, but the revolt 


which started Sept. 11 succeeded. Frank 
Teruggi's gunshot wound had not yet 
healed, Hathaway said. 


TERUGGI'S BODY apparently laid 


with hundreds of others in the Santiago 
morgue for 12 days — unidentified. The 
long, agonizing wait for information 
about Frank Teruggi ended. 


"An American friend of ours told me 


that was how he was certain* the corpse 
in the morgue was Frank," Hathaway 
said. 


"But we still don't know why."

In the scuffle that followed, the wom- 


an's dress was ripped off. "She started 
running down the street screaming and 
lights began to go on in houses in the 
middle of the night with people wanting 
to know what was going on," he said. 
"And there I was holding the dress." 


Altcrgott admitted since then he has 


tried to "steer clear" of similar situ- 
ations. 


Altcrgott has always considered him- 


self a man of compassion and said on 
many occasions he would slip a few dol- 
lars to a person stranded with a flat tire 
nnd no money to get It repaired or to 
someone who needed bus or cab fare to 
Chicago. 


"Even though some of the other guys 


were sure I'd never sec the money again, 
I always did get paid back. 


"I've always had faith in people," he 


said. "They're basically honest and gen- 
erally all right. Compassion is something 
a police officer has to feel when he's 
dealing with a case. He can't be taught 
that in school." 


ALTERGOTTS compassion was taken 


to task during a domestic dispute about 
four years ago when a man was holding 
an 8-year-old daughter hostage in his 
house with a rifle. 


"Wo pleaded with the guy to drop Uie 


gun and let the girl go but he threatened 
to shoot the first cop that came near 
him," he said. "I asked him if he would 
trust me if I dropped my gun belt and 
came in to talk to him." 


He ventured into the house and talked 


to the man for a while and the girl broke 
away and ran while Altergott grabbed 
the man's gun. "I really wanted to help 
the man," he-said. 


"There's no way a policeman can oe 


impersonal," he continued. 


Even though he won't be a cop much 


longer, there's no way Fuzzy Altergott 
could ever be impersonal.

Unemployment office new 'classroom'

"Wcnr old clothing and sit In the wait- 


ing room of the state employment office. 
Ustcn. observe, talk to someone near 
you, read the bulletin board, etc." 


That's one of the assignments In an in- 


troductory course In social science 
tauftht Jointly with an Introductory busi- 
ness course at Oakton Community Col- 
lege In Morton Grove. 


Profctsors Gwcn Fortune nnd Bernard 


Katz decided to merge their classes this 
scmcitor to show students In the com- 
bined course Iho relationship between 
business and sociology. They discuss top- 
ics such as the problems of the poor, 
unemployment, environmental protection 
and 
discrimination against minority 


groups. 


"IT'S AN OPPortTUNITY to explore 


and understand (ho business world in re- 
lation lo the contemporary society," said 
Katz. "Business has generally been 
taught very pragmatically with a lot of 
fundamental* but the Impact that busi- 
ness has on society is seldom explored," 
he said. 


The course shows students the human 


side of business as opposed to what Mrs. 
Fortune calls Iho "balance sheet concept 
of busincs.1." The purpose of the course 
Is lo "teach business and sociology in 
such a way that studcnU won't grow to 
bo people who create a Watergate or ITT 


scandal," she said. "Business should 
have a social consciousness," she sold, 
and businessmen should "know how to do 
a job that will earn them a buck and not 
exploit other human beings." 


ONE OF THE ways to show students 


the relationship between the business 
world and the social sciences is to get 
them to experience problems people face 
In day to day living through "sensitivity 
modules." which Mrs. Fortune defines as 
"something the student must do that will 
enable him to become moro sensitive to 
issues and people in the world around 
him." 


Sitting in a state employment officu is 


one of these experiences. Students are 
also assigned to live for three days or 
more on a welfare child's food allow- 
ance, to go lo a community health center 
to talk to employes and patients, attempt 
to buy $15 worth of school clothes for 
four children at a Goodwill Industries 
store, and take dirty clothes to a laun- 
dromat in a ghetto area and talk (o other 
people there. 


EACH STUDENT Is required to do at 


least one of the assignments, make a 
brief oral presentation to the class and 
write a short written description of the 
experience. 


Mrs. Fortune said she assigns the sen- 


sitivity modules because "I want to show 
that It's not just my opinion or something 


that is locked away in a dead textbook." 
The modules are "using yourself as an 
antennae to see what concerns or lack of 
concern you see for the individual," she 
said. 


"Business must take a look at the ef- 


fect it has on people," said Katz, who 
gives students several examples which 
show that the old adage "let the buyer 
beware" is outdated. 


The ordinary housewife has com- 


plained when products have been labeled 
improperly, he said, "causing manufac- 
turers to change their whole approach to 
packaging." 


THE COMPUTER in business has had 


a d e h u m a n i z i n g effect, said Katz. 
"People have been afraid of It, they 
don't understand it," he said, "whatever 
strides business made in trying to be 
more human, we find people are getting 
pretty uptight in being classified by num- 
ber." 


"Banks are becoming more and more 


concerned about what people think of- 
them," said Katz. To most people a bank 
is simply "a place to put in money and 
take It out, but they get uptight when 
they go in to take out a loan," he said. 
The old system of the teller behind 
marble and bars Is disappearing because 
for many people it's a "psychological 
barrier," said Katz. 


A MORE RECENT example of the 


relationship between business and human 


values is the United Auto Workers strike 
at Chrysler Corp. 


"They weren't talking about large In- 


creases in money. The major issue was 
one of human values — the question of 
mandatory overtime," said Katz. The 
worker was saying "I want to be asked 
to work overtime. I want to be able to 
spend more time with my family," he 
said, but for Chrysler the strike pre- 
sented "a very practical business prob- 
lem of keeping their plant running and 
having the people to do it." 


To participate in the combined course, 


students must enroll in both classes 
which are taught back-to-back three days 
a week. Although the classes are taught 
by different teachers, assignments and 
discussions span both subjects, and when 
one professor is not teaching he is a stu- 
dent in the other professor's class. Mrs. 
Fortune said she took a quiz from Katz 
along with other students in the course, 
"and I missed four questions out of 20." 


Students receive college credit in both 


business and social science. Mrs. For- 
tune said students assign their own 
grades in the social science course and 
at the end of the semester she evaluates 
each student to determine whether he 
has earned ihe grade he thinks they de- 
serve. Everyone has his own capacity 
and style of learning, she said, and "you 
shouldn't be measured against anyone 
but yourself."

Identify murdered man 
as Missouri resident

A man found murdered in the Ned 


Brown Forest Preserve in Elk Grove 
Township last week has been tentatively 
identified as a Kennett, Mo., resident. 


Kennett Police Chief Edgar Fuller said 


the description of the dead man matches 
that of Larry Jarrett, 27. According to 
Fuller, Jarrett left Kennett for Chicago 
by bus on Sept. 17. A bus ticket from 
Kennett to Chicago found on the body, 
according to Cook County Sheriff's Po- 
lice investigators. 


Lt. Howard Vanick of the Sheriff's Po- 


lice refused to confirm the Identity of the 
man until fingerprints taken from the 
body confirm the man's identity. Vanick 
said the results should be made known 
early this week. 


SHERIFF'S POLICE termed the death 


a homicide after receiving results of an 
autopsy, but would not reveal the cause 
of death. Two spent shotgun shells were 
found near the body, according to Elk 
Grove police, who were called first to the 
scene. 


The shotgun shells may not be con- 


nected with the case, according to Earl 
Lundquist, investigator assigned to the 
case. Lundquist said a lot of illegal hunt- 
ing went on in the forest preserves and 
the shells might be from a hunter. 


The description of Jarrett was pro- 


vided by his mother, according to Fuller. 
Jarrett's mother saw her son off at the 
Kennett bus station on Sept. 17. Fuller 
said the description of the body found in 
the forest preserve matches the one giv- 
en by Mrs. Jarrett down to the tatoo of a 
Confederate flag on Jarrett's left fore- 
arm.

Second set of charges 
against ex-POW dropped

After more than five years as a prison- 


er of war and five months of battling 
charges of mutiny and aiding the enemy, 
Army Staff Sgt. John Young of Arlington 
Heights believes he may be free. 


Tl>c U.S. Department of Defense an- 


nounced late Friday that charges of mut- 
iny hod been dropped against Young and 
three other former POWs. It was the sec- 
ond time Young had been told he would 
not have to face a court martial to an- 
swer allegations regarding his conduct 
as a prisoner of war. 
' Both Young and his wife were relieved 
to learn the charges had been dropped. 
While the 27-year-old native of Grayslakc 
had .admitted making anti-war state- 
ments as a POW, 'he insisted the state- 
ments never endangered fellow prisoners 
or betrayed'the United States. 


"I hope now we will be able to live our 


own lives," Young's wife said in a week- 
end Interview. 


In between periodic check-ups at Fit:- 


simmons Army Hospital In Denver, 
Colo.', Young has spent much of his time 
trying to catch up on things he has 
missed while he was a POW. He has 
been on convalescent leave since his re- 
lease last winter. 


A PARATROOPER and a member of 


the Army's- crack special forces, Young 
has said that he now plans to attend col- 
lege. He recently took a truck-driving Job 
for a Chicago firm. 


"Mostly we have been waiting for word 


from the Army about these charges and 
John's discharge," Mrs. Young ex- 
plained. 


"Now that they have dropped the 


charges, I would hope we can put it all 
aside and forget about it, we have been 
through an awful lot and we just want to 
forget It," she added. 


Young had been critical of both sets of 


charges filed against him and other for- 
mer POW's by both Air Force Maj. Ed- 
ward Leonard and Col. Theodore Guy. 
He said both allegations were without 
basis or merit. 


Young has spoken before several

groups involved In obtaining information 
about U.S. servicemen who are still list: 
ed as missing in action in Southeast 
Asia. 


THE PENTAGON reported that in in- 


vestigating the second set of charges, 
which were made by Leonard in July. 65 
former POWs had been interviewed. The 
Army concluded there was insufficient 
evidence to prosecute. 


"The charges also violated the Depart- 


ment of Defense policy of not prosecuting 
former prisoners for propaganda state- 
ments they may have made while in cap- 
tivity," an Army spokesman told the 
Herald. 


Originally, misconduct had been filed 


against eight enlisted men and two com- 
missioned officers. The Navy dropped 
charges against the two officers last 
month. Three of the enlisted men-had 
rccicvcd discharges between the time' 
Guy's charges were dropped and Leon- 
ard made his allegations in July. Besides 
Young, Army Staff Sgt. James A. Daly 
of New York, Marine Sgt. Alfonso Riate 
and Marine Pvt. Frederick Elbert of 
New York were also cleared. One former 
POW who had been charged committed 
suicide in July. 


While military law allows any officer 


or enlisted man to bring misconduct 
charges against any serviceman, the 
Pentagon believes this latest action will 
bring an end to charges against any Viet- 
nam War POW.

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Young man's death in Chile still a nightmarish puzzle

Why? 
That simple question has begun to 


resound since the death of a DCS Plalnes 
man In Santiago, Chile. 


A puzzled group of friends and rela- 


tives havo wondered aloud why Frank 
Tcruggl Jr., 23, of 731 S. Third Ave., DCS 
Plalnes, was killed there. The circum- 
stances surrounding his death still re- 
main clouded. 


All that Is known Is that Tcruggl was 


last seen by his roommate, David Hath- 
away of Seattle, Wash., on Sept. 21. Ills 
body was Identified In a Santiago mo- 
rgue last week. What might have tran- 
spired between the lime he was taken 
away from his cell In the soccer stadium 
and shot still remains unknown. 


Chilean government officials contend 


that Tcruggl was not executed by the 
government, but had been released from 
cuitody. 


TIIKY INSIST that Tcruggl was shot 


on the street and by a weapon of a differ- 
ent caliber from those used by the mili- 
tary. 


But the story docs not sit well with at 


least one person — David Hathaway. 


"If they released Frank one day after 


we were arrested, why did they hold me 
and other foreigners for nearly a week. 
It makes no sense," Hathaway said. 


"Perhaps he was Involved In some- 


tnlng that was unknown to us, but that Is 
only a supposition," he added. Hathaway 
said persons he knew which were active- 
ly Involved In left wing activities were 
not harmed by the military. 


"My only other thought Is that this was 


a tragic mistake. There were many of 
those made during the overthrow," he 
said. 


HATHAWAY SAID Tcruggl, who had 


been studying economics since 1971, was 
not actively Involved In political student 
groups loyal to ousted Marxist President 
Salvador Allcntlc. 


But he said Teruggi had been working 


for a group translating magazines and 
news reports into Spanish. 


"The group, the North American Infor- 


mation Forces, translated the news from 
a different point of view than the U.S. 
media did," he said. He added the work 
also Involved news of "Imperialistic and 
o p p r e s s i v e actions against workers 
throughout the world." 


Hathaway said the group was not affil- 


iated with the University of Chile, where 
Teruggi was a student, but It was consid- 
ered a "scholarly organization." 


"This was a very serious research 


group," Hathaway said. 
' 
. 


Hathaway, a metal lathe operator, said 


he was in the country about a year and a 
roommate of Teruggi for about seven 
months. 


"The Marxist and left wing literature 


which Frank had were not unusual, 
many of the books had been on sale for 


about ten years, even before Allende took 
power," he said. 


Hathaway said the first night he was 


held by the military he feared for his 
safety. 


"The military threatened to shoot us 


on the spot, they contended we were ex- 
tremist and snipers, but I think that they 
were Just trying to scare us," he said. 


He said he was not questioned very 


profoundly while a prisoner. 


"All they wanted to know is who we 


were, what we were doing in Chile and if 
we had any left wing views," he said, 
adding the government interrogators did 
not try very hard to get any information 
from him. 


Hathaway said he was surprised when 


he and Teruggi were separated. 


"I thought he was just taken away to 


be questioned, I was really surprised to 
learn that he had not been back to our 
apartment after I had been released." 


HATHAWAY SAID when he returned 


to their apartment In a suburb of San- 
tiago, none of Teruggi's belongings 'had 
been disturbed. 


"If In fact he had been released, he 


never returned to the apartment," Hath- 
away added. 


Hathaway also joined several critics of 


the • U.S. State Department for' their- 
.handling of the situation in Chile. 


"No one from the government con- 


tacted my family to tell them we were 
being held, they learned of it through the 
grape vine," he said. 


"I have talked to other Americans, 


who were not arrested, who went to the 
embassy to seek help, but they were giv- 
en the cold shoulder. The government 
has been very lax in this whole situ- 
ation," he.said. 


HATHAWAY SAID Teruggi shared 


many Marxist views of the Allende re- 
gime, but did not totally support the gov- 
ernment. 


He also explained that Teruggi was 


apparently ah innocent bystander during 
an attempted coup d'etat last June. 


"Frank had just left a French class at 


the university and an army battalion was 
staging an attack on the presidential pal- 
ace just down the street. He was hit in 
the ankle by a ricocheting bullet." 


The coup failed in June, but the revolt 


which started Sept. II succeeded. Frank 
Teruggi's gunshot wound had not yet 
healed, Hathaway said. 


TERUGGI'S BODY apparently laid 


with hundreds of others in the Santiago 
morgue for 12 days — unidentified. The 
long, agonizing wait for information 
about Frank Teruggi ended. 


"An American friend of ours told me 


that was how he was certain the corpse 
in the morgue 'was Frank," Hathaway 
said. 


"But we still don't know why."

ONE OF THE major portions of the 


project will be housed in new construc- 
tion on the south end of the hospital, near 
the emergency area, A tower design will 
house the Intensive care and coronary 
care units, designed to provide complete 
privacy for each patient and constant 
visual supervision from the nurses' sta- 
tion.

"I don't know what kind they are, but I'll find out later," she 
said. Her teacher, Steve Carlln, said the students would all 
bring back small samples of mosses, growths and rocks and 
attempt to identify them to class. 


"But when they read about these things they will still be 


able to smell and feel what the woods and earth were like," 
he added.

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Second set of charges against former Viet POW dropped

After more than five years as a prison- 


er of war and five months of battling 
charges of mutiny and aiding the enemy, 
Army Staff Sgt. John Young of Arlington 
Heights believes ho may be free. 


The U.S. Department of Defense an- 


nounced late Friday that charges of mut- 
iny had been dropped against Young and 
three otlxjr former POWs. It was the sec- 
ond time Young hod been told he would 
not have to face a court martial to an- 
swer allegations regarding his conduct 
ai a prisoner of war. 


Both Young and his wife were relieved 


to learn the charges had been dropped. 
While the 27-year-old native of Grayslakc 


had admitted making anti-war state- 
menu as a POW, he Insisted the state- 
menu never endangered fellow prisoners 
or betrayed the United States. 


"I hope now we will be able to live our 


own lives," Young's wife said In a week- 
end Interview. 


In between periodic check-ups at Fltz- 


slmmons Army Hospital In 
Denver, 


Colo., Young has spent much of his time 
trying to catch up on things he has 
missed while he was a POW. He has 
been on convalescent leave since his re- 
lease last winter. 


A PARATROOPER and a member of 


the Army's crack special forces, Young 
has said that he now plans to attend col- 


lege. He recently took a truck-driving job 
for a Chicago firm. 


"Mostly we have been waiting for word 


from the Army about these charges and 
John's discharge," Itos. Young ex- 
plained. 


"Now that they have dropped the 


charges, I would hope we can put it all 
aside and forget about it, we have been 
through an awful lot and we just want to 
forget It," she added. 


Young had been critical of both sets of 


charges filed against him and other for- 
mer POW's by both Air Force Maj. Ed- 
ward Leonard and Col. Theodore Guy. 
He said both allegations were without 
basis or merit. 


Young has spoken 
before several 


groups Involved In obtaining information 
about U.S. servicemen who are still list- 
ed as missing in action in Southeast 
Asia. 


THE PENTAGON reported that in in- 


vestigating the second set of charges, 
which were made by .Leonard in July, 65 
former POWs had been interviewed. The 
Army concluded there was Insufficient 
evidence to prosecute. 


"The charges also Violated the Depart- 


ment of Defense policy of not prosecuting 
former prisoners for propaganda state- 
ments they may have made while in cap- 
tivity," an Army spokesman told the 
Herald. 


Originally/ misconduct had been filed 


against eight enlisted men and two com- 


missioned officers. The Navy dropped 
charges against the two officers last 
month. Three of the enlisted men had 
rccleved discharges between the time 
Guy's charges were dropped and Leon- 
ard made his allegations in July. Besides 
Young, Army Staff Sgt. James A. Daly 
of New York, Marine Sgt. Alfonso Riate 
and Marine Pvt. Frederick Elbert of 
New York were also cleared. One former 
POW who had been charged •committed 
suicide In July. 


While military law allows any officer 


or enlisted man to bring misconduct 
charges against any serviceman, the 
Pentagon believes this latest action will 
bring an end to charges against any Viet- 
nam War POW.

THE DIST. is social workers may help 


new students adjust to a' strange and 
sometimes frightening situation. Social 
workers also help children build their 
own self Images, Mrs. Langlcy said. 


"If they don't feel good about them- 


selves, they'll have trouble getting along 
with others," she said. 


This means helping the shy quiet "A" 
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students as well as the disruptive "prob- 
lem child " 


To build the self Imago of a disruptive 


child might mean changing course selec- 
tions, so that the child will have some 
success In his school life. Or it might 
mean helping children accept their limi- 
tations in a particular class without the 
need to find refuge in loud and uncon- 
trollable behavior. 


• A shy child might be encouraged to 
work with other children in the class- 
room, according to Mrs. Langeley. 


"There really is no magic formula," 


said Anne Repede, who has been a social 
worker In the district since 1968. "There 
Is ho easy way to make changes." 


SOME OF THE signs social workers 


investigate besides shyness and dis- 
ruptive behavior are noticeable truancy, 
unclerachievement and resentment to- 
ward authority. In general, they work 
with the classroom teachers. 


"If we could work ourselves out of 


business," Mrs. Repede said, "we'd be 
pretty happy."

Man's death in Chile remains a puzzle

Why? 
That simple question has begun to 


resound since the death of a Des Flaines 
man In Santiago, Chile.' 


A puzzled group of friends and rela- 


tives have wondered aloud why Frank 
Teruggi Jr., 23, of 731 S. Third Ave., Des 
Plalncs, was killed there. The circum- 
stances surrounding his death still re- 
main clouded. 


All that Is known is that Teruggi was 


last seen by his roommate, David Hath- 
away of Seattle, Wash., on Sept. 21. His 
body was identified In a Santiago mo- 
rgue last week. What might have tran- 
spired between the time he was taken 
away from his cell In the soccer stadium 
and shot still remains unknown. 


Chilean government officials contend 


that Teruggi was not executed by the 
government, but had been released from 
custody. 


THEY INSIST that Teruggi was shot 


on the street and by a weapon of a differ- 
ent caliber from those used by the mili- 
tary. 


But the story does not sit well with at 


least one person — David Hathaway. 


"If they released Frank one day after 


we were arrested, why did they hold me 
and other foreigners for nearly a week. 
It makes no sense," Hathaway said. 


"Perhaps he was Involved in some- 


tnijjg that was unknown to us, but that is 
only a supposition," he added. Hathaway 
said persons he knew which were active- 
ly Involved in left wing activities were 
not harmed by the military. 


"My only other thought is that this was 


a tragic mistake. There were many'of 
those made during the overthrow," he 
said. 


HATHAWAY SAID Teruggi, who had 


been studying economics since 1971, was 
not actively involved in political student 


groups loyal to ousted Marxist President 
Salvador Allende. 


But he said Teruggi had been working 


for a group translating magazines and 
news reports into Spanish. 


"The group, the North American Infor- 


mation Forces, translated the news from 
a different point of view than the U.S. 
media did," he said. He added the work 
also involved ncw's of "Imperialistic and 
o p p r e s s i v e actions against workers 
throughout the world." 


Hathaway said the group was not affil- 


iated with the University of Chile, where 
Teruggi was a student, but it was consid- 
ered a "scholarly organization." 


"This was a very serious research 


group," Hathaway said. 


Hathaway, a metal lathe operator, said 


he was in the country about a year and a 
roommate of Teruggi for about seven 
months. 


"The Marxist and left wing literature 


which Frank had were not unusual, 
many of the books had been on sale for 
about ten years, even before Allende took 
power," he said. 


Hathaway said the first night he was 


held by the military he feared for his 
safety. 


"The military threatened to shoot us 


on the spot, they contended we were ex- 
tremist and snipers, but I think that they 
were just trying to score us," he said. 


He said he was not questioned very 


profoundly while a prisoner. 


"All they wanted'to know is who we 


were, what we were doing in Chile and If 
we had any left wing views," he said, 
adding the government interrogators did 
not try very hard to get any information 
from him. 


Hathaway said he was surprised when' 


he and Teruggi were separated. 


"I thought he was just taken away to 


be questioned, I was really surprised to 
learn that he had not been back to our 


apartment after I had been released." 


HATHAWAY SAID when he returned 


to their apartment in a suburb of San- 
tiago, none of Teruggi's belongings had 
been disturbed. 
" 


"If in fact he had been released, he 


never returned to the apartment," Hath- 
away added. 


Hathaway also joined several critics of 


the U.S. State Department for their- 
handling of the situation in Chile. 


"No one from the government con- 


tacted my family to tell them we were 
being held, they learned of it through the 
grape vine," he said. 


"I have talked to other Americans, 


who were not arrested, who went to the 
embassy to seek help, but they were giv- 
en the cold shoulder. The government 
has been very lax in this whole situ- 
ation," he said. 


HATHAWAY SAID Teruggi shared 


many Marxist views of the Allende re- 
gime, but did not totally support the gov- 
ernment. 


Ho also explained that Teruggi was 


apparently an innocent bystander during 
an attempted coup d'etat last June. 


"Frank had just left a French class at 


the university and an army battalion was 
staging an attack on the presidential pal- 
ace just down the street. He was hit in 
the ankle by a ricocheting bullet." 


The coup failed in June, but the revolt 


which started Sept. 11 succeeded. Frank 
Teruggi's gunshot wound had not yet 
healed, Hathaway .said. 


TERUGGI'S BODY apparently laid 


with hundreds of others in the Santiago 
morgue for 12 days — unidentified. The 
long, agonizing wait for information 
about Frank Teruggi ended. 


"An American friend of ours told me 


that was how he was certain the corpse 
in the morgue was Frank," Hathaway 
said. 


"But we still don't know why."

"WITH THESE NEW and remodeled

Hospital Planning Council of Metropoli- 
tan Chicago, the Northeastern Illinois 
Planning Commission, Comprehensive 
Health Planning, Inc. and the North Sub- 
urban Association for Health Resources. 


A notice of capital expenditure has 


been filed with the Comprehensive State 
Health Planning Agency and Ca'Jiollc 
Church authorities have granted per- 
mission for the hospital to negotiate a 
loan. 


Administrative offices and electrical 


and mechanical services will also be ex- 
panded and upgraded. 


ONE OP THE major portions of the. 


project will be housed In new construc- 
tion on the south end of the hospital, near 
the emergency area. A tower design will 
house the Intensive care and coronary 
care units, designed to provide complete 
privacy for each patient and constant 
visual supervision from the nurses' sta- 
tion. Each bed will have a complete 
monitoring system for vital functions. 


The emergency room will be enlarged 


to. a trauma unit with 11 treatment 
spaces. It will include a separate room 
equipped for caring for patients with 
serious heart and breathing problems. 
Special monitoring of patients can taka 
place in the emergency room by tele- 
metry. 


Five of the emergency spaces can also 


serve as holding or observation beds 
where patients may stay on a non-admit- 
ted basis following an Injury.

The new pathology department, twice the 
present size, will be In the front of the 
hospital.

contain about 50,000 square feet of space

The lower floor of the new, east wing

SHERIFF'S POLICE termed the death 


a homicide after receiving results of an 
autopsy, but would not reveal the cause 
of death. Two'spent shotgun shells were 
found near the body, according to Elk 
Grove police, who were called first to the 
scene. 


The shotgun shells may not be con- 


nected with the case, according to Earl 
Lundquist, investigator assigned to the 
case. Lundquist said a lot of illegal hunt- 
ing went on in the forest preserves and 
the shells might be from a hunter. 


The description of Jarrett was pro- 


vided by his mother, according to Fuller. 
Jarrctt's mother saw her son off at the 
Kennett bus "station on Sept. 17. Fuller 
said the description of the body found in 
the forest preserve matches the one giv- 
en by Mrs. Jarrett down to the tatoo of a 
Confederate flag on Jarrett's left fore- 
arm. 


Sheriff's Police investigators reported 


no leads on the murderer. Investigators 
combed the area within 100 feet of where 
the body was discovered looking for 
clues. It could not be determined, ac- 
cordng to police, whether the victim was 
killed in the lorest preserve or else- 
where. Invcstigaaors would not reveal if 
any clues or a murder weapon was 
turned up during the search. 


THE BODY WAS found Wednesday, by 


a man picking mushrooms in Grove No. 
1 of the Busse Woods section of the forest 
preserve on HIggins Road, west of Ar- 
lington- Heights Road. Results of an au- 
topsy set the time of death at two to four 
weeks ago. 


The badly decomposed body was found 


about 100 feet off the entrance road to 
the forest preserve In a wooded section 
about 1,000 feet from Higgins Road. For- 
est preserve rangers said It wasn't un- 
usual that the body had gone unnoticed 
for several weeks due to the facts that 
the forest preserve is so large and that 
there arc "thousands of trails in the pre- 
serve."

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Second set of charges against former Viet POW dropped 


by .STEVK UKOWN 


After more than five years as a prison- 


er of war and five months of buttling 
charges of mutiny and aiding the enemy, 
Army Staff Sgt. John Young of Arlington 
Heights believes he may bo free. 


The U.S. Department of Defence an- 


nounced late Friday that charges of mut- 
iny had been dropped against Young and 
three other former POWs. It was the sec- 
ond time Young had been told he would 
not havo to face a court martial to an- 
swer allegations regarding his conduct 
at a prisoner of war. 


Doth Young and his wife were relieved 


to learn Urn charges had been dropped. 
While the 27-year-old native of Grayslakc 


had admitted making anti-war state- 
ments as a POW, he insisted the state- 
ments never endangered fellow prisoners 
or betrayed the United States. 


"I hope now \ve will be able to live our 


own lives," Young's wife said In a week- 
end Interview. 


In between periodic check-ups at Fitz- 


ilmmons • Army Hospital in 
Denver, 


Colo., Young has spent much of his time 
trying to catch up on things he has 
missed while he was a POW. He has 
been on convalescent leave since his re- 
lease last winter. 


A PAItATHOOPEK and a member of 


the Army's crock special forces, Young 
has said that he now plans to attend col- 


lege. He recently took a truck-driving job 
for a Chicago firm. 


"Mostly we have been waiting for word 


from the Army about these charges and 
John's discharge," Mrs. Young ex- 
plained. 


"Now that they have dropped the 


charges, I would hope we can put it all 
aside and forget about it, we have been 
through an awful lot and we just want to 
forget it," she added. 


Young had been critical of both sets of 


charges filed against him and other for- 
mer POW's by both Air Force Maj. Ed- 
ward Leonard and Col. Theodore Guy. 
He said both allegations were without 
basis or merit. 


Young has spoken before several 


groups involved in obtaining information 
about U.S. servicemen who are still list- 
ed as missing in action in Southeast 
Asia. 


THE PENTAGON reported that in in- 


vestigating the second set of charges, 
which were made by Leonard in July. 65 
former POWs had been interviewed. The 
Army concluded there was insufficient 
evidence to prosecute. 


"The charges also violated the Depart- 


ment of Defense policy of not prosecuting 
former prisoners for propaganda state- 
ments they may have made while in cap-1 
tivlty," an Army spokesman told the 
Herald. 


Originally, misconduct had been filed 


against eight enlisted men and two com- 


missioned officers. The IJavy dropped 
charges agnlnst the two officers last 
month. Three of the enlisted men had 
rccieved discharges between the time 
Guy's charges were dropped and Leon- 
ard made his allegations in July. Besides 
Young, Army Staff Sgt. James A. Daly 
of New York, Marine Sgt. Alfonso Riate 
and Marine Pvt. Frederick Elbert of 
New York were also cleared. One former 
POW who had been charged committed 
suicide in July. 


While military law allows any officer 


or enlisted man to bring misconduct 
charges against any serviceman, the 
Pentagon believes this latest action \\ill 
bring an end to charges against any Viet- 
nam War POW.

A state evaluation of Palatine-Rolling

The ultimate objective of the program 


is to help a child with his school work, 
Mrs. Langlcy said. The social workers 
don't go over lessons; they help cure 
problems that can lead to low grades. 


"If a child is troubled, It will affect his 


school work," Mrs. Langlcy said. 


There arc no ways of measuring how 


much or how little the program has 
helped, Mrs. Langlcy added. "It isn't 
very tangible," she said. 


TIIK DIST. 13 social workers may help 


new students adjust to a strange and 
sometimes frightening situation. Social 
workers also help children build their 
own self Images, Mrs. Langlcy said. 


"If they don't feel good about them- 


selves, they'll have trouble getting along 
with others," she said. 


This means helping the shy quiet "A" 


students as well as the disruptive "prob- 
lem child." 


To build the self image of a disruptive 


child might mean changing course selec- 


tions, so that the child will have some 
success in bis school life. Or it might 
mean helping children accept their limi- 
tations in a particular class without the 
need to find refuge in loud and uncon- 
trollable behavior. 


A shy child might be encouraged to 


work with other children in the class- 
room, according to Mrs. Langeley. 


"There really Is no magic formula," 


said Anne Rcpcde, who has been a social 
worker in the district since 1968. "There 
Is no easy way to make changes." 


SOME OF THE signs social workers 


investigate besides shyness and dis- 
ruptive behavior are noticeable truancy, 
unileracliievement and resentment to- 
ward authority. In general, they work 
with the classroom teachers. 


"If we could work ourselves out of 


business," Mrs. Repedc said, "we'd be 
pretty happy."

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Young man's death in Chile still a nightmarish puzzle 


by STEVE BKOWN 


Why? 
That simple question has begun to 


resound since the death of a DCS Plalncs 
man In Santiago, Chile. 


A puzzled group of friends and rein- 


llvci have wondered aloud why Frank 
TcrufOjl Jr., 23, of 731 S. Third Avo., DCS 
I'lalncs, wo* killed there. The clrcum- 
utanccs surrounding his death still re- 
moln clouded. 


All that h known Is that Tcruggl was 


lint seen by his roommate, David Hath- 
away of Seattle. Wash., on Sept. 21. His 
body was Identified In a Santiago mo- 
rgue lait week. What might hove tran- 
spired between the time he was taken 
away from his cell In the soccer stadium 
and shot still remains unknown. 


Chilean government officials contend 


that Tcruggl was not executed by the 
government, but had been released from 
custody. 


TIIKV INSIST that Tcruggl was shot 


on the street and by a weapon of a differ- 
ent caliber from those used by the mili- 
tary. 


But the story docs not sit well with at 


least one person — David Hathaway. 


"If they released Frank one day after 


we were arrested, why did they hold me 
and other foreigners for nearly a week. 
It makes no sense," Hathaway said. 


"Perhaps he was involved In some- 


tnlng that was unknown to us, but that Is 
only a supposition," he added. Hathaway 
said persons he knew which were active- 
ly Involved In left wing activities were 
not harmed by the military. 


"My only other thought is that this was 


a tragic mistake. There were many of 
those made during the overthrow," he 
said. 


HATHAWAY SAID Teruggi, who had 


been studying economics since 1071, was 
not actively Involved in political student 
groups loyal to ousted Marxist President 
Salvador Allcndc. 


But he said Teruggi had been working 


for a group translating magazines and 
news reports into Spanish. 


"The group, the North American Infor- 


mation Forces, translated the news from 
a different point of view than the U.S. 
media did," he said. He added the work 
also Involved news of "Imperialistic and 
o p p r e s s i v e actions against workers 
throughout the world." 


Hathaway said the group was not affil- 


iated with the University of Chile, where 
Tcruggl was a student, but it was consid- 
ered a "scholarly organization." 


"This was a very serious research 


group," Hathaway said. 


Hathaway, a metal lathe operator, said 


he was In the country about a year and a 
roommate of Teruggi for about seven 
months. 


"The Marxist and left wing literature 


which Frank had were not unusual, 
many of the books had been on sale for 


about ten years, even before Allende took 
power," he said. 


Hathaway said the first night he was 


held by the military he feared for his 
safety. 


"The military threatened to shoot us 


on the spot, they contended we were ex- 
tremist and snipers, but I think that they 
were just trying to scare us," he said. 


He said he was not questioned very 


profoundly while a prisoner. 


"All they wanted to know is who we 


were, what we were doing hi Chile and if 
we had any left wing views," he said, 
adding the government Interrogators did 
not try very hard to get any information 
from him. 


Hathaway said he was surprised when 


he and Teruggi were separated. 


"I thought he was just taken away to 


be questioned, I was really surprised to 
learn that he had not been back to our 
apartment after I hod been released." 


HATHAWAY SAID when he returned 


to their apartment in a suburb of San- 
tiago, none of Teruggl's belongings had 
been disturbed. 


"If in fact he had been released, he 


never returned to the apartment," Hath- 
away added. 


Hathaway also joined several critics of 


the U.S. State Department for their- 
handling of the situation in Chile. 


"No one from the government con- 


tacted my family to tell them we were 
being held, they learned of it through the 
grape vine," he said. 


"I have talked to other Americans, 


who were not arrested, who went to the 
embassy to seek help, but they were giv- 
en the cold shoulder. The government 
has been very lax in this whole situ- 
ation," he said. 


HATHAWAY SAID Teruggi 
shared 


many Marxist views of the Allende re- 
gime, but did not totally support the gov- 
ernment. 


He also explained that Teruggi was 


apparently an Innocent bystander during' 
an attempted coup d'etat last June. 


"Frank had just left a French class at 


the university and an army battalion was 
staging an attack on the presidential pal- 
ace just down the street.

A man found murdered in the Ned 


Brown Forest Preserve in Elk Grove 
Township last week has been tentatively 
Identified as a Kennett, Mo., resident. 


Kennett Police Chief Edgar Fuller said 


the description of the dead man matches 
that of Larry Jarrett, 27. According to 
Fuller, Jarrett left Kennett for Chicago 
by bus on Sept. 17. A bus ticket from 
Kennett to Chicago found on the body, 
according to Cook County Sheriff's Po- 
lice investigators. 


Lt. Howard Vanick of the Sheriff's Po- 


lice refused to confirm the identity of the 
man until fingerprints taken from the 
body confirm the man's identity. Vanick 
said the results should be made known 
early this week. 


SHERIFF'S POLICE termed the death 


a homicide after receiving results of an 
autopsy, but would not reveal the cause 
of death. Two spent shotgun shells were 
found near the body, according to Elk 
Grove police, who were called first to the 
scene. 


The shotgun shells may not be con- 


nected with the case, according to Earl 
Lundquist, investigator assigned to the 
case. Lundquist said a lot of illegal hunt- 
ing went on in the forest preserves and 
the shells might be from a hunter. 


The description of Jarrett was pro- 


vided by his mother, according to Fuller. 
Jarrett's mother saw her son off at the 
Kennett bus station on Sept. 17. Fuller 
said the description of the body found In 
the forest preserve matches the one giv- 
en by Mrs. Jarrett down to the tatoo of a

For- 
est preserve rangers said it wasn't un- 
usual that the body had gone unnoticed 
for several weeks due to the facts that 
the forest preserve is so large and that 
there are "thousands of trails in the pre- 
serve."

After more than five years as a prison- 


er of war «ml five months of battling 
charges of mutiny and aiding the enemy, 
Army Staff Sgt. John Young of Arlington 
Heights believes he may bo free. 


The U.S. Department of Defense an- 


nounced Into Friday that charges of mut- 
iny had been dropped against Young and 
three other former POVVs. It was the sec- 
ond time Young hod been told he .would 
not hove to face a court martial to an- 
'swcr allegations regarding his conduct 
as a prisoner of war. 


Doth Young and his wife were relieved 


to learn the charges had'been dropped. 
While the 27-year-old native of Grayslakc 
had admitted making anti-war state- 
ments as a POW, he insisted the state- 
ments never endangered fellow prisoners 
or betrayed the United States. 


"I hope now we will be able to live our 


own lives," Young's wife said in a week- 
end Interview. 


In between periodic check-ups at Fltz- 


slmmons Army Hospital in Denver, 
Colo.', Young has spent much of his time 
trying to catch up on things he has 
missed while he was a POW. He has 
been on convalescent leave since his re- 
lease last winter. 


A PARATUUOPEK and a member of 


the Army's crack special forces, Young 
has said that he now plans to attend col- 
lege. He recently took a truck-driving job 
for a Chicago firm. 


"Mostly we have been waiting for word 


from the Army about these charges and 
John's discharge," Mrs. Young ex- 
plained. 


"Now that they have dropped the 


charges, I would hope we can put. it all 


Jolm

aside and forget about it, we have been 
through an awful lot and we just want to 
forget it," she added. 


Young had been critical of both sets of 


charges filed against him and other for- 
mer. POW's by both Air Force Maj. Ed- 
ward Leonard and Col. Theodore Guy. 
He said both allegations were without 
basis or merit. 


Young has spoken before several 


groups Involved In obtaining information 
about U.S. servicemen who arc still list- 
ed as missing in action in Southeast 
Asia. 


THE PENTAGON reported that in in- 


vestigating the second set of charges, 
which were made by Leonard in July, 65 
former POWs had been interviewed. The 
Army concluded there was insufficient 
evidence to prosecute. 


"The charges also violated the Depart- 


ment of Defense policy of not prosecuting 
former prisoners for propaganda state- 
ments they may have made while in cap- 
tivity," an Army spokesman told the 
Herald. _

What might have tran- 
spired between the time ho was taken 
away from his cell In the soccer stadium 
and shot still remains unknown. 


Chilean government officials contend 


that Tcruggl was not executed by the 
government, but had bean released from 
custody. 


Tlli:Y INSIST that Tcruggi was shot 


on the street and by a weapon of a differ- 
ent caliber from those used by the mili- 
tary. 


But the story does not sit well with at 


least one person — David Hathaway. 


"If they released Frank one day after 


we were arrested, why did they hold me 
and other foreigners for nearly a week. 
It makes no sense," Hathaway said. 


"Perhaps he was Involved In some- 


tning that was unknown to us, but that Is 
only a supposition," he added. Hathaway 
said persons he knew which were active- 
ly Involved In left wing activities were 
not harmed by the military. 


"My only other thought Is that this was 


a tragic mistake. There were many of 
those made during the overthrow," ho 
said. 


HATHAWAY SAID Teruggi, who had 


been studying economics since 1971, was 
not actively Involved in political student 
groups loyal to ousted Marxist President 
Salvador Allendc. 


But he said Teruggi had been working 


for a group translating magazines and 
news reports into Spanish. 


"The group, the North American Infor- 


mation Forces, translated the news from 
a different point of view than the U.S. 
media did," he said. He added the work 
also Involved news of "imperialistic and 
oppressive actions against workers 
throughout the world." 


Hathaway said the group was not affil- 


iated with the University of Chile, where 
Tcruggi was a student, but It was consid- 
ered a "scholarly organization." 


"This was a very serious research 


group," Hathaway said. 


Hathaway, a metal lathe operator, said 


he was in the country about a year and a 
roommate of Teruggi for about seven 
months. 


"Tho Marxist and left wing literature 


which Frank had were not unusual, 
many of the books had been on sale for 


about ten years, even before Allcnde took 
power," he said. 


Hathaway said the first night he was 


held by the military he feared for his 
safety. 


"The military threatened to shoot us 


on the spot, they contended we were ex- 
tremist and snipers, but I think that they 
were just trying to scare us," he said. 


He said he was not questioned 'very 


profoundly while a prisoner. 


"All they wanted to know Is who we 


were, what we were doing In Chile and if 
we had any left wing views," he said, 
adding the government interrogators did 
not try very hard to get any Information 
from him. 


Hathaway said he was surprised when 


he and Teruggi were separated. 


"I thought he was just taken away to 


be questioned, I was really surprised to 
learn that he had not been back to our 
apartment after I had been released." 


HATHAWAY SAID when he returned 


to their apartment in a suburb of San- 
tiago, none of Teruggi's belongings had 
been disturbed. 


"If In fact he had been released, he 


never returned to the apartment," Hath- 
away added. 


Hathaway also joined several critics of 


the U.S. State Department for their- 
handling of the situation in Chile. 


"No one from the government con- 


tacted my family to tell them we were 
being held, they learned of it through the 
grape vine," he said. 


"I have talked to other Americans, 


who were not arrested, who went to the 
embassy to seek help, but they were giv- 
en the cold shoulder. The government 
has been very lax in this whole situ- 
ation," he said. 


HATHAWAY SAID Teruggi 
shared 


many Marxist views of the Allende re- 
gime, but did not totally support the gov- 
ernment. 


He also explained that Teruggi was 


apparently an innocent bystander during 
an attempted coup d'etat last June. 


"Frank had just left a French class at 


the university and an army battalion was 
staging an attack on the presidential pal- 
ace just down the street. He was hit In 
the ankle by a ricocheting bullet." 


The coup failed In June, but the revolt 


wliich started Sept. 11 succeeded. Frank 
Teruggi's gunshot wound had not yet 
healed, Hathaway said. 


TERUGGI'S BODY apparently laid 


with hundreds of others in the Santiago 
morgue for 12 days — unidentified. The 
long, agonizing wait for information 
about Frank Teruggi ended. 


"An American friend of purs told me 


that was how he was certain the corpse 
in the morgue was Frank," Hathaway 
said. 


"But we still don't know why."

Identify murdered man 
as Missouri resident

A man found murdered In the Ned 


Brown Forest Preserve In Elk Grove 
Township last week has been tentatively 
identified as a Kcnnctt, Mo,, resident. 


Kcnnctt Police Chief Edgar Fuller said 


the description of the dead man matches 
that of Larry Jarrctt, 27. According to 
Fuller, Jarrctt left Kcnnctt for Chicago 
by bus on Sept. 17. A bus ticket from 
Kcnnctt to Chicago found on the body, 
according to Cook County Sheriff's Po- 
lice Investigators. 


Lt. Howard Vanick of the Sheriff's Po- 


licu refused to confirm the Identity of the 
mnn until fingerprints taken from the 
body confirm tho man's Identity. Vanick 
said the results should be made known 
early this week. 


SHERIFF'S POLICE termed the death 


a homicide after receiving results of an 
autopsy, but would not rcvcnl the cause 
of death. Two spent shotgun shells were 
found near the body, according to Elk 
Grove police, who were called first to the 
scene. 


The shotgun shells may not be con- 


nected with the case, according to Earl 
Lundqulst, Investigator assigned to the 
case. Lundqulst said a lot of Illegal hunt- 


Ing went on in the forest preserves and 
the shells might be from a hunter. 


The description of Jarrett was pro- 


vided by his mother, according to Fuller. 
Jarrctt's mother saw her son off at the 
Kcnnctt bus station on Sept. 17. Fuller 
said the description of the body found in 
the forest preserve matches the one giv- 
en by Mrs. Jarrctt down to the tatoo of a 
Confederate flag on Jarrctt's left fore- 
arm. 


Sheriff's Police Investigators reported 


no leads on the murderer. Investigators 
combed the area within 100 feet of where 
the body was discovered looking for 
clues. It could not be determined, ac- 
cordng to police, whether the victim was 
killed In the forest preserve or else- 
where. Invcstlgaaors would not reveal if 
any clues or a murder weapon was 
turned up during the search. 


THE BODY WAS found Wednesday by 


a man picking mushrooms in Grove No. 
1 of the Bussc Woods section of the forest 
preserve on Higglns Road, west of Ar- 
lington Heights Road. Results of an au- 
topsy set the time of death at two to four 
weeks ago.

They said im- 
provements arc not needed in modern 
math and open classrooms. 


When it came to spending, those an- 


swering apparently prefer to guard their 
wallets and pockctbooks. Forty per cent 
wanted a balanced budget regardless of 
educational sacrifice, while -17.5 per cent 
disagreed. Yet when the same question 
was rephrased, only .12.6 per cent wanted 
a balanced education regardless of finan- 
cial deficit and 55 per cent did not want 
a balanced education. 


A balanced educational program with 


higher taxes uas rejected by 57.6 per 
cent and agreed to by 25.2 per cent. If 
finances demanded, 52.6 per cent said 
programs should be adjusted downward. 
Rental of empty classrooms was ap- 
proved by most and a slight majority, 
51.7 per cent, said schools should be con- 
solidated and empty ones closed, al- 
though they would not go as far as to 
approve busing students In from other 
districts. 


Twenty-one per cent said the March, 


1972, referendum calling for a 39-ccnt tax 
hike asked for too much. That referen- 
dum failed overwhelmingly, probably be- 
cause of them and the additional 25 per 
cent who sold it was unjustified. Another 
30 per cent said the referendum was pre- 
sented to them poorly. Only 15 per cent 
said the referendum was required. 


THE SCHOOL board was in for some 


criticism too, although most of it was 
mild. 


The board was accused of Issuing 


sometimes 
confusing 
financial state- 


ments by 56.6 per cent and another 34.6 
per cent said they were unsure. Thirty- 
two per cent said the school board must 
work hard to reestablish credibility with 
the community, while 11 per cent dis- 
agreed. The remainder were unsure or 
credited the board with some progress. A 
third of those answering said they felt 
Internal strife or personality conflict 
sometimes hindered the board's deci- 
sions. 


The school board won approval from J4 


per cent for the amount of money spent 
on education in the district and 56 per 
cent thought the quality of education re- 
mained as high as it was before last 
spring's cutbacks. For effort in improv- 
ing its performance, the school board re- 
ceived the nod of 45.6 per cent, but a 
greater number, 46.3 per cent, were un- 
sure. 


Only 31.4 per cent thought school board 


meetings were productive and a bare 7.1 
per cent thought the school board makes 
all Its decisions In public. There were 
44.1 per cent who thought some decisions 
were made behind closed doors. 


MOIIE THAN half of those answering 


said professional negotiators In school la- 
bor talks were unnceded. Those who 
wanted them were only 23.8 per ceait. 


Almost 60 per cent approved of the 


questionnaire itself, which was expected 
to cost about $1,300. The expense was 
disapproved by 22 per cent. 


Only 47 of those answering had attend- 


ed more than two school .board meetings 
In the last year and 829 had attended 
none.

It's called "spinouL" 
Here's how it works: A car drives onto 


someone's lawn, possibly hitting a plastic 
garbage bag In the process. The driver 
spins the wheels of the car on the park- 
way, making ruts In the lawn. Every so 
often he'll also knock over a street sign 
or a young tree. He then takes off. 


"Spinouts" have been around for a few 


years, but the practice has steadily in- 
creased over the past three or four 
years. 


Why is It done? "I wish to heck :I 


knew," sighed Mount Prosepect Public 
Works Director David L. Creamer. 


"I guess it's fun — they get their kicks 


out of it, at the expense of the home- 
owners and the public." 


The most recent incident was last 


Thursday night, when vandals playing 
"spinout" destroyed six young trees in 
the northern section of town, and dam- 
aged another 15 that Creamer says 
"maybe will live and maybe they won't," ( 


The vandalism follows no patterns. It 


happens "everywhere in town," Creamer 
says, and on every night of the week — 
sometimes even in daylight hours. 'It 
tends to go in spurts. 
" 


ONLY ItAIlELY is anyone caught. One 


teenager caught "spinning out" was sen- 
tenced to personally restoring the dam- 
aged parkway to its original condition. - 


Creamer figures 15 to 25 trees "are 


killed each year because of "spinouts;" 
and sometimes as many as 50. He puts 
the number of damaged street signs as 
high as "hundreds" each year. And 
many more lawns are harmed as well. 


The practive has been getting "more 


and more critical the last couple of 
years," probably because of the use of 
plastic garbage bags, Creamer says. 


He's hesitant about pointing fingers, 


but it's believed that teenagers are caus- 
ing most of the vandlaism. 


"It's just kind of a shame that they 


have to do this kind of thing to get their 
excitement," Creamer said. "It takes so 
long to get a tree out to the house and 
growing, and then to have one damaged 
tills way, it's sad, really."

good is due to the fact that it is often 
prepared with liberal amounts of 
garlic, oregano and other season- 
i n g s . " This is only partially 
true, since the secret of Italian cook- 
ing is really in the olive oil. 


• "Pizza is brain food." This, of 


course, is true as evidenced by the 
accomplishments of Galileo Galilei, 
Gugllclmo Marconi and Enrico Fer- 
mi, to name a few.

Results of an au- 
topsy set the time of death at two to four 
weeks ago. 


The badly decomposed body was found 


about 100 feet off the entrance road to 
the forest preserve in a wooded section 
about 1,000 feet from Higglns Road. For- 
est preserve rangers said it wasn't un- 
usual that the body had-gone unnoticed 
for several weeks due to the facts that 
the forest preserve is so large and that 
there are "thousands of trails In the pre- 
serve."

Some 400 to 500 trees will be planted 


this fall on the parkways of Mount Pros- 
pect homes. 


The annual fall planting program, 


which will make available eight species 
of trees, was outlined Friday by the vil- 
lage public works director, David L. 
Creamer. 
• 


Many of the new trees will replace oth- 


ers which have died. Creamer estimated 
120 trees have died within the past year. 


The new treesovill be planted by the 


public works department after the first 
frost. Maintenance of the trees is the re- 
sponsibility of the homeowners. 


THE TREES WILL likely come from 


Urbana. Wandell, an Urbana nursery, 
submitted the lowest bid of seven to pro- 
vide the trees. The current budget allo- 
cates $10,000 for the tree program. 


Creamer said the town had been sur- 


veyed for where parkway trees are most 


needed and a list of 525 homes has been 
accumulated. 


Homeowners seeking trees for the 


parkway can call the public works de- 
partment, 392-6000, which will inspect the 
property to determine whether a tree is 
necessary. Homeowners are permitted to 
plant parkway trees on their own, but 
must first obtain a permit from the vil- 
lage to ensure that the tree is not being 
planted over sewer or gas lines. 


A space of 50 feet in diameter is 


needed per tree. 


Trees available this year are: Sweet 


gum, Marshall seedless green ash, ru- 
brum maple, sugar maple, emerald 
queen Norway maple, red oak, shadmas- 
tcr locust and prunus newport. 


IN A RELATED matter, Creamer an- 


nounced that the annual fall leaf removal 
program also will be getting under way. 


Residents are encouraged to rake 


leaves into the street, where they will be 


picked up by the village. Regular street' 
sweepers arc being used for the time 
being, but once heavy leaf falling begins* 
around the middle of the month, the vil- 
lage's four leaf vacuums will be put into 
service. 


Residents also may bag the leaVts for 


pickup by the village's scavenger ser- 
vice, Browning-Ferris Industries of Illi- 
nois.

Creamer encouraged residents to keep 


tree brush, garden vegetables and tree" 
branches separate from leaves to avoid, 
jamming the leaf vacuums.

He also suggested that children be dis-- 


couraged from playing in piles of leaves,- 
where they might not be seen by drivers. I 


And he advised homeowners to make' 


sure street gutters are clear of leaves 
and other debris during rainstorms, so 
they can drain properly. The leaf remov- 
al program will end Nov. 15. Creamer 
estimated the village will "harvest" 
some 900 truckloads of leaves this fall. '

Why? 
That simple question has begun to 


rciound since the death of a DCS Plalrtes 
man In Santiago, Chile. 


A puzzled group of friends and rein- 


tlvM have wondered aloud why Frank 
Tcrujwi Jr., 23, of 731 S. Third Avc., DCS 
I'lulncs, was killed there. The circum- 
stances surrounding MLs death still re- 
main clouded. 


All that is known is that Tcruggi was 


Jail seen by his roommate, David Hath- 
nwny of Seattle, Wash., on Sept. 21. ills 
Ixxly was Identified In a Santiago mo- 
rgue last week. What might have Iran- 
spired between the time he was taken 
uwny from his cell In the soccer stadium 
and sliot still remains unknown. 


Chilean government officials contend 


Unit Tcruggi was not executed by the 
government, but had been released from 
cuitody. 


TIIKY INSIST that Tcruggi was shot 


on the street and by a weapon of a differ- 
ent caliber from those used by the mili- 
tary. 


But the story docs not sit well with at 


least one person — David Hathaway. 


"If they released Frank one day after 


we were arrested, why did they hold me 
nm! other foreigners for nearly a week. 
It mukcs no seme," Hathaway said. 


"Perhaps he was Involved In some- 


thing that win unknown to us, but that is 
only a supposition," he added. Hathaway 
said persons he knew which were active- 
ly Involved In left wing activities were 
not harmed by the military. 


"My only other thought is that this was 


a tragic mistake. There were many of 
those made during the overthrow," he 
snlcl. 


HATHAWAY SAID Teruggl, who had 


been studying economics since 1071, was 
not actively Involved In political student 
groups loyal to ousted Marxist President 
Salvador Allcndu. 


Hut In: .said Tcruggi had lx?en working 


fur a group translating magazines and 
news reports into Spanish. 


"The group, the North American Infor- 


mation Forces, translated the news from 
a different point of view than the U.S. 
media did." he said. He added the work 
also Involved new* of "Imperialistic and 
o p p r e s s i v e actions against workers 
throughout the world." 


Hathaway said tha group was not affil- 


iated with tliu University of Chile, where 
Teruggl was a student, but it was consid- 
ered a "scholarly organization." 


"Thl« was a very serious research 


group," Hathaway said. 


Hnthauay, a mctnl Inlhc operator, said 


he was In the country about a year and a 
roommate of Tcruggi for about seven 
months. 


"The Marxist and left wing literature 


which Frank had wcro not unusual, 
many of the books had been on sale for 
about ten years, even before Allcndc took 
power." he said. 


Hathaway said the first night he was 


held by (he military he feared fur his 
safety. 


"The military threatened to shoot us 


on the spot, (hey contended wo were ex- 
tremist and snipers, but I think that they 
were just trying lo scare us," he said. 


He said he was not questioned very 


profoundly while a prisoner. 


"All they wanted to know is who we 


wen*, what we were doing In Chile and If 
we had any left wing views," he said, 
adding tho government Interrogators did 
not try very hard to get any Information 
from him. 


Hathaway said he was surprised when 


he and Teruggl were separated. 


"I thought he was Just taken away to 


be questioned, I was really surprised to 
learn that he had not been back to our 
apartment after I had been released,"

HATHAWAY SAID when he returned 


lo their apartment in a suburb of San- 
tiago, none of Tcruggi's belongings had 
been disturbed. 


"If in fact he had been released, he 


never returned to the apartment," Hath- 
away added. 


Hathaway also joined several critics of 


the U.S. State Department for their- 
handling of the situation in Chile. 


"No one from the government con- 


tacted my family to tell them we were 
being held, they learned of it through the 
grape vine," he said. 


"I have talked to other Americans, 


who were not arrested, who went to the 
embassy to seek help, but they were giv- 
en the cold shoulder. The government 
has been very lax in this whole situ- 
ation," he said. 


HATHAWAY SAID Tcruggi 
shared 


many Marxist views of the Allcnde re- 
Rime, but did not totally support the gov- 
ernment. 


Ho also explained that Tcruggi was 


apparently an Innocent bystander during 
an attempted coup d'etat last June. 


"Frank had just left a French class at 


the university and an army battalion was 
staging an attack on the presidential pal- 
ace just down the street. He was hit in 
the ankle by a ricocheting bullet." 


The coup failed In June, but the revolt 


which started Sept. 11 succeeded. Frank 
Tcruggi's gunshot wound had not yet 
healed, Hathaway said. 


TEIIUGGI'S BODY apparently laid 


with hundreds of others in the Santiago 
morgue for 12 days — unidentified. Tho 
long, agonizing wait for information 
about Frank Tcruggi ended. 


"An American friend of ours told me 


that was how he was certain the corpse 
In the morgue was Frank," Hathaway 
said. 


"But we still don't know why."

Second set of charges against former Viet POW dropped

After more than fixe years as a prison- 


er of war and five months of battling 
charges of mutiny and aiding the enemy, 
Army Staff Sgt. John Young of Arlington 
Height* believes he may be free. 


The U.S. Department of Defcnic an- 


nounced late Friday that charges of mut- 
iny had been dropped against Young and 
three olher former POW*. It was the sec- 
ond lime Young had been told he would 
not have to face a court martial to an- 
swer allegations regarding his conduct 
ai a prisoner of war. 


Doth Young and his wife were relieved 


to learn the chargei had been dropped. 
While the 27-year-old native of Grayslakc 


hud admitted making anti-war state- 
ment* as (i POW, he Insisted the state- 
ments never endangered fellow prisoners 
or betrayed the United States. 


"I hope now we will be able to live our 


own lives," Young's wife said In a week- 
end Interview.

Colo., Young has spent much of his time 
trying to catch up on things he has 
missed while he was a POW. He has 
been on convalescent leave since his re- 
lease last winter. 


A PARATROOPER and a member of 


the Army's crack special forces, Young 
has said that he now plans to attend col- 


lege. He recently took a truck-driving job 
for a Chicago firm. 


"Mostly we have been waiting for word 


from the Army about these charges and 
John's discharge," Mrs. Young ex- 
plained. 


"Now that they have dropped the 


charges, I would hope we can put it all 
aside and forget about it, we have been 
through an awful lot and we just want to 
forget It," she added. 


Young had been critical of both sets of 


charges filed against him and other for- 
mer POW's by both Air Force Mnj. Ed- 
ward Leonard and Col. Theodore Guy. 
He said both allegations were without 
basis or merit. 


Young has 
spoken before several 


groups involved in obtaining information 
about U.S. servicemen who are still list- 
ed as missing in action in Southeast 
Asia. 


THE PENTAGON reported that in in- 


vestigating the second set of charges, 
which were made by Leonard in July, 65 
former POWs had been interviewed. The 
Army concluded there was insufficient 
evidence to prosecute. 


"The charges also violated the Depart- 


ment of Defense policy of not prosecuting 
former prisoners for propaganda state- 
ments they may have made while in cap- 
tivity," an Army spokesman told the 
Herald. 


Originally, misconduct had been filed 


against eight enlisted men and two com- 


missioned officers. The Navy dropped 
charges against the two officers last 
month. Three of the enlisted men had 
recieved discharges between the time 
Guy's charges \vere dropped and Leon- 
ard made his allegations in July. Besides 
Young, Army Staff Sgt. James A. Daly 
of New York, Marine Sgt. Alfonso Riate 
and Marine Pvt. Frederick Elbert of 
New York were also cleared. One former 
POW who had been charged committed 
suicide in July. 


While military law allows any officer 


or enlisted man to bring misconduct 
charges against any serviceman, the 
Pentagon believes this latest action will 
bring an end to charges against any Viet- 
nam War POW.

When this happens, n narrow strip of 


undeveloped land along the west side of 
the street will go up for grabs and the 
results may not be favorable, Village 
Planner Joe Kcslcr said. 


Shallow lots, already zoned for busi- 


ness and fronting on a busy street arc 
breeding grounds for a commercial strip. 


Marginal builncwes, crowded together 


with inadequate parking and no room for 
deliveries are what could sprout up along 
the three-quarters of a mile length of Ar- 
thur Avenue.

planning challenge" to sec that this docs 
not happen.

Man's death in Chile remains a puzzle

Why? 
That simple question has begun to 


resound since the death of a Des Plaines 
man in Santiago, Chile. 


A puzzled group of friends and rela- 


tives have wondered aloud why Frank 
Teruggi Jr., 23, of 731 S. Third Ave., Des 
Plaines, was killed there. The circum- 
stances surrounding his death still re- 
main clouded. 


All that is known is that Teruggi was 


last seen by his roommate, David Hath- 
away of Seattle, Wash., on Sept. 21. His 
body was identified In a Santiago mo- 
rgue last week. What might have tran- 
spired between the time he was taken 
away from his cell in the soccer stadium 
and shot still remains unknown. 


Chilean government officials contend 


that Teruggi was not executed by the 
government, but had been released from 
custody. 


THEY INSIST that Teruggi was shot 


on the street and by a weapon of a differ- 
ent caliber from those used by the mili- 
tary. 


But the story does not sit well with at 


least one person — David Hathaway. 


"If they released Frank one day after 


we were arrested, why did they hold me 
and other foreigners for nearly a week. 
It makes no sense," Hathaway said. 


"Perhaps he was involved In some- 


tnlng that was unknown to us, but that is 
only a supposition," he added. Hathaway 
said persons he knew which were active- 
ly Involved in left wing activities were 
not harmed by the military. 


"My only other thought is that this was 


a tragic mistake. There were many of 
those made during the overthrow," he 
said. 


HATHAWAY SAID Teruggi, who had 


been studying economics since 1971, was 
not actively involved in political student 


groups loyal to ousted Marxist President 
Salvador Allendc. 


But he said Teruggi had been working 


for a group translating magazines and 
news reports into Spanish. 


"The group, the North American Infor- 


mation Forces, translated the news from 
a different point of view than the U.S. 
media did," he said. He added the work 
also involved news of "imperialistic and 
o p p r e s s i v e actions against workers 
throughout the world." 


Hathaway said the group was not affil- 


iated with the University of Chile, where 
Teruggi was a student, but it was consid- 
ered a "scholarly organization." 


"This was a very serious research 


group," Hathaway said. 


Hathaway, a metal lathe operator, said 


he was In the country about a year and a 
roommate of Teruggi for about seven 
months. 


"The Marxist and left wing literature 


which Frank had were not unusual, 
many of the books had been on sale for 
about ten years, even before Allcnde took 
power," he said. 


Hathaway said the first night he was 


held by the military he feared for his 
safety. 


"The military threatened to shoot us 


on the spot, they contended we were ex- 
tremist and snipers, but I think that they 
were just trying to scare us," he said. 


He said he was not questioned very 


profoundly while a prisoner. 


"All they wanted to know Is who we 


were, what we were doing in Chile and if 
we had any left wing views," he said, 
adding the government interrogators did 
not try very hard to get any Information 
from him. 


Hathaway said he was surprised when 


he and Teruggi were separated. 


"I thought he was just taken away to 


be questioned, I was really surprised to 
learn that he had not been back to our 


apartment after I had been released." 


HATHAWAY SAID when he returned 


to their apartment in a suburb of San- 
tiago, none of Tcruggi's belongings had 
been distuibcd. 


"If in fact he had been released, he 


never returned to the apartment," Hath- 
away added. 


Hathaway also joined several critics of 


the U.S. State Department for their- 
handling of the situation in Chile. 


"No one from the government con- 


tacted my family to tell them we were 
being held, they learned of it through the 
grape vine," he said. 


"I have talked to other Americans, 


who were not arrested, who went to tho 
embassy to seek help, but they were giv- 
en the cold shoulder. The government 
has been very lax in this whole situ- 
ation," he said. 


HATHAWAY SAID Teruggi shared 


many Marxist views of the Allcnde re- 
gime, but did not totally support the gov- 
ernment. 


Ho also explained that Teruggi was 


apparently an innocent bystander during 
an attempted coup d'etat last June. 


"Frank had just left a French class at 


the university and an army battalion was 
staging an attack on the presidential pal- 
ace just down the street. He was hit in 
the ankle by a ricocheting bullet." 


The coup failed in June, but the revolt 


which started Sept. II succeeded. Frank- 
Tcruggi's gunshot wound had not yet 
healed, Hathaway said. 


TERUGGI'S 
BODY apparently laid 


with hundreds of others in the Santiago 
morgue for 12 days — unidentified. The 
long, agonizing wait for information 
about Frank Teruggi ended. 
; 


"An American friend of ours told mo 


that was how he was certain the corpse 
in the morgue was Frank," HaUiaway 
said. 


"But we still don't know why."

Invcstlgnaors would not rcvonl If 
any clues or a murder weapon was 
turned up during the search. 


THE BODY WAS found Wednesday by 


a man picking mushrooms In Grove No. 
1 of the Busse Woods section of the forest 
preserve on Hlgglns Road, west of Ar- 
lington Heights Rond. Results of an au- 
topsy set the time of death at two to four 
weeks ago. 


The badly decomposed body wus found 


about 100 feet off (he entrance road to 
the forest preserve In a wooded section 
about 1,000 feet from Higglns Road. For- 
est preserve rangers said it wasn't un- 
usual thnt the body had gone unnoticed 
fnr several weeks due to the facts that 
the forest preserve is so large and that 
there arc "thousands of trails in the pre- 
serve."

Grounds will be broken tomorrow at 2 


p.m. for a $9 million construction and 
modernization project at Holy Family 
Hospital in Des Plaines. 


The projects are designed to expand 


and improve patient care service, ac- 
cording to Sister M. Amata, executive 
vice-president. 


Enlarged and remodeled facilities will 


expand intensive and coronary care ser- 
vices, emergency room, pathology, radio- 
logy, nuclear medicine and adminis- 
trative facilities. The addition of 10 co- 
ronary care beds and eight intensive 
care beds will increase bed capacity 
from 235 to 253. 


"WITH THESE NEW and remodeled 


facilities, Holy Family can meet the an- 
ticipated growth and changes in our hos- 
pital's role in the community," Sister 
Amata said. 


The project has been approved by the 


Hospital Planning Council of Metropoli- 
tan Chicago, the Northeastern Illinois 
Planning 
Commission, Comprehensive 


Health Planning, Inc. and the North Sub- 
urban Association for Health Resources. 


A notice of capital expenditure has 


been filed-with the Comprehensive State 
Health Planning Agency and Catholic 
Church authorities have granted per- 
mission for the hospital to negotiate a 
loan. 


Administrative offices and electrical 


and mechanical services will also be ex- 
panded and upgraded. 


ONE OF THE major portions of the 


project will be housed in new construc- 
tion on the south end of the hospital, near 
the emergency area. A tower design will 
house the intensive care and coronary 
care units, designed to provide complete 
privacy for each patient and constant 
visual supervision from the nurses' sta- 
tion. Each bed will have a complete 
monitoring system for vital functions. 


The emergency room will be enlarged 


to a trauma unit with 11 treatment 
spaces. It will include a separate room 
equipped for caring for patients with 
serious heart and breathing problems. 
Special monitoring of patients can take 
place in the emergency room by tele- 
metry. 


Five of the emergency spaces can also 


serve as holding or observation beds 
where patients may stay on a non-admit- 
ted basis following an injury. The depart- 
ment will provide more waiting room, on 
call physician's room and a police room 
for officers accompanying emergency 
patients. 


The emergency area also will include 


five examining rooms where private phy- 
sicians may examine and treat out- 
patients. Ambulances will drive up to an 
enlarged, covered area where four am- 
bulances can be unloaded 
simulta- 


neously. An infra-red solar heating de- 
vice will be triggered with the arrival of 
an ambulance so patients arc not sub- 
jected to extreme variations in tempera- 
ture. 


SPACE FOR enlarging radiology, pa- 


thology and administrative facilities will 
be provided in the first floor wing across 
the front of the hospital facing River 
Road and along the north side. 


Radiology will be enlarged 50 per cent. 


The new pathology department, twice the 
present size, will be in the front of the 
hospital. 


The new administrative center will 


contain about 50,000 square feet of space 
for offices, meeting rooms, visitors 
lounge and gift shop. 


The lower floor of the new east wing 


will include a meeting room to accom- 
modate 300 people plus small meeting 
rooms, employe locker and lounge* facil- 
ities. The physical and respiratory thera- 
py departments and auxiliary facilities 
on the ground floor will be enlarged or 
moved.

Rumored major 
realignment

school year," said athletic direc-

schools of comparable size. The 
Northwest Suburban, North Sub- . 
urban and Tri-County are possi- 
bilities." 


Kennedy said inquiries have 


been made to all three afore- 
m e n t i o n e d leagues. He said 
Maine is prepared to compete as 
an independent and hopes to 
schedule some Central Suburban 
opponents. 


"Obviously, we want to com- 


pete against CSL schools in a 


number of areas where we're on 
a reasonably equal basis," Ken- 
nedy caid. Maine North has the' 
CSL's smallest attendance with 
under 1,500 students. 


The Norsemen have been over- 


matched in football and basket- 
ball during their three-year var- 
sky membership in the league. 
They have competed favorably in 
some sports, predominantly soc- 
cer and cross-country. 


Should North not reaffiliate 


with another conference by next 
fall, its biggest problem will be 
a football schedule. "We know 
there's going to be a search in- 
volved," Kennedy said.' 


Kennedy said he expects the 


Central Suburban League will 
seek a new 12th member to re- 
place Maine North. It will mark 
the league's second realignment 
within three years. Maine East, 
Nilcs East and Highland Park 
were added last year.
